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PREFACE. 



It is a matter of great thankfulness to Almighty God 
that there is now among us a large and increasing number 
of devout persons, who habitually attend the pubhc Daily 
Services of the Church, and have become thereby accus- 
tomed to that beautiftil model of Prayer and Praise which, 
— consecrated as it then was by use during many ages in 
the Western Church, — the Catholic Church of this country 
three centuries ago revised, and placed in the hands of all 
her children in their mother tongue. 

And many such, from long use of the English Matins 
and Evensong as arranged in the Book of Common Prayer, 
have come to prefer to all other forms of devotion, even for 
private use, that regular order of Psalms and Lessons, Re- 
sponsive Yersicles, and Collects, which is there retained, 
and which also distinguished those other daily offices of 
the Ancient Breviary which the Enghsh Church did not at 
the Beformation think proper to retain for general and 
public use, the Offices, viz. for the First, Third, Sixth, and 
Ninth Hours, and the Night Office or Compline. 

It is for such as these that this little work is intended. 
It seemed that for persons desirous in some way or other 
to observe those Canonical Hours of Prayer to which — 
receiving them as she did from God's elder People — the . 
Catholic Church has given a still deeper significance by 
connecting them with the events of the Lord's Passion, no 
better way could be recommended than that they should 
begin with the observance of them on all Fridays, and daily 
during Passion-tide. 

The Offices here provided for these Hours are taken 
wholly in form, and very largely in matter, from the 
ancient devotional manuals, which under the names of 
" HorfiB," " Manuale," or " Enchiridion," were in common 
circulation in England before the Reformation, and which, 
also, under the names of " The Primer" or " Orarium," 
were issued, with more or less of authority, in a revised 
foiTn after that event. 



PREFACE. VU. 

To the " Honrs of the Passion" it was thought good to 
add, for the sake of greater completeness, the daily morning 
Office for the first Hour, or " Prime," and the daily finid 
Office at night, or " Compline," as well as the latter or 
prayer-portion of the daily Mid-day Office, or " Sext." 
These three Offices are modelled as closely as possible from 
those of the Sarum Breviary, care being taken not to repeat 
those portions which, anciently occurring in Prime or Com- 
pline, were by the Reformers transferred to Matins and 
Evensong. On this principle that portion of the weekly 
recitation of the Psalms which fell in Prime has been re- 
moved, on the ground that the Ecclesiastical Authority 
definitely substituted a monthly for the old weekly recita- 
tion, and confined it entirely to Matins and Evensong. 
The recitation of certain selected Psalms at certain Hours, 
besides their recitation in the regular monthly order, 
seemed to stand on a different footing. Indeed, the change 
from weekly to monthly recitation of the Psalter, seemed to 
render it more needful than before that some Psalms should 
recur more frequently by being selected for use at certain 
fixed times. It is for this reason that, just as the Resurrec- 
tion Psalms (liv. cxviii.) are appropriated to Sunday, and 
the Passion Psalms (xxii. lix. Ixix. and Ixxviii.) to Friday, 
80 the Psalms which speak of the Incarnation (viii. xix. 
xxiv. anciently appointed for Matins in the Office of the 
Blessed Virgin,) should be said on all Festivals of our 
Lord, or of the Blessed Virgin, and daily during the great 
Festal Seasons of the Church ; whilst other suitable Psalms 
are appointed for the Festivals of Saints. This ensures at 
the same time greater variety, without at all lengthening 
the office as actually used. 

Similarly, the Athanasian Creed, being now appointed to 
be said at Matins, is removed from its ancient place 
among the daily Psalms of Prime. Still the association of 
that hour with the mystery of the Ever-Blessed Trinity has 
been preserved by the retention of the old Antiphons, or 
Anthems, to the " Psalmus, Quicunqiie VuU,*' as the Anthems 
for the Psalms at Prime. 

Again, the Apostles' Creed and the Confession and Abso- 
lution have been omitted from ampng the Preces after the 
Lord's Prayer at Prime, because they are now said at 
Matins. 

Lastly, for the old Collect at Prime, which we now say 
daily as the Third Collect at Matins, and for the old Gc^Xka^ 
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at Compline, bow said at Evensong, other suitable Collects 
have been substituted. 

The Versicles and Responses after the Lord's Prayer at 
Prime, p. 21, are exactly those of the Salisbury Use. So, 
too, are those at Compline, p. 49, except that the second, 
(" Come, Lord,") and the third (" Lord save us,") are 
two of the Sarum occasional Antiphons to '''Nunc Dimittis," 
inserted among the Preces on account of their obvious 
appropriateness. The " Suffrages," or Prayers and Inter- 
cessions after the Collects, (such as those at pp. 24, 33, 
51,) are not found in the Breviary, but are usual in the 
" Horas" or " Prymers," of Sarum Use. 

At Compline the Confession and Absolution have been 
removed from the Preces to the position which they occupy 
in the Reformed Matins and Evensong ; the sentence of 
Scripture, " Brethren, be sober," &c., being prefixed to 
them (from the Roman Office,) from its exact analogy to 
the opening Sentences af our authorized daily office. 

The Lessons from the Gospels at Prime, and fix)m the 
Epistles at Compline, (for which see " Household Prayer,*' 
by the Rev. P. Gr. Medd, published by Messrs. Rivington,) 
are added as a suggestion to be adopted or omitted at the 
discretion of those who use the book. 

Three Offices, viz., for Morning, Noon, and Night, are 
thus offered for the daily private or social use of Christian 
people, and Offices for all the seven Hours on Friday. 
They can be used by those who do, and by those who do 
not use, or attend at, the Public Daily Services ; and to 
Lay persons it is of course open to use them either instead 
of, or in addition to, the Prayer Book Services. Much will 
depend on their engagements, and the convenience of the 
times of public worship, but the Editor would earnestly 
deprecate the substitution of these offices for those which 
are of public authority, where the latter can conveniently be 
attended. And even where the Prayer Book Services 
cannot be conveniently attended at Church, they may be 
used in private with great advantage, m a shortetied form ; 
e. g.f the portion from the first Lord's Prayer to the Third 
CoUecb, omitting the Canticles and the First Lesson, and 
prefixing to this the Confession at Evensong, and adding 
any of the Interoessory Prayers, and the General Thanks- 
giving, at discretion. A short trial will convince any 
person of both the feasibility and the advantage of this use 
of the Daily Services of the Church, ensuring as it does the 
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regular reading of the Psahns and of the New Testament. 

The Clergy need not be reminded that the daily saying 
of the Authorized Matins and Evensong is for them of para- 
moont obligation. 

Where Matins is attended in Church at an early hour, 
the Office for Prime will of course be said in its usual place 
after Matins ; and if Matins is said privately it should be 
said before Prime. When the Public Matins is at a late 
hour, Prime will of course be said privately, on first rising. 

To these Daily Offices some other devotional Forms in 
use amongst us are added for convenience, and with the 
view of rendering the work more complete ; and the 
sources from which these are taken are usually indicated as 
they occur. (See explanation of abbreviations appended 
to the Preface.) 

The only hitherto unpublished portions are the Litany of 
Intercession for the Sick, parts of the Litanies on pages 73 
to 85, and the short Litany for the Dying. 

The Hymns in most cases are taken from '' Hymns 
Ancient and Modem," with the kind permission of the 
Editors. For some of the Prayers the Editor is indebted 
to the admirable "Hours of Prayer for Daily Use,*' 
prepared for the Theological College at Cuddesden. Of 
these the Collect numbered 9, on page 26, may well be used 
by Members of our Universities on behalf of the College 
and University to which they belong.

see the end, and warmed himself 
at the fire.

A-n«^ 
he said to Peter, Did not I see 
thee in the garden with him? 
Then began he to cnrse and to 
swear, saying, Man, I know not 
what thou sayest. I know not 
this man of whom ye speak. And 
immediately, while he yet spake, 
the second time the cock crew. 

And the Lord tmned, and 
looked upon Peter. And Peter 
remembered the word of the 
Lord, how He had said nnto him. 
Before the cock crow twice, thon 
shalt deny Me thrice. And when 
he thought thereon, he went oat, 
and wept bitterly. 

JE8U8 is brought before Cada- 
phas amd the whole Jewish Council, 
cmd is pronovm>ced worthy of deaih. 

And as soon as it was day, the 
elders of the people and the chief 
priests and the scribes came to- 
gether, and led Him into their 
CoimcU, saying, Art Thou the 
Christ? tell ns. And He said 
unto them, If I tell you ye will 
not believe : and if I also ask you, 
ye will not answer Me, nor let 
Me go. Hereafter shall the Son 
of man sit on the right hand of 
the power of God. Then said 
they all, Art Thou then the Son 
of God ? And He said unto them. 
Ye say that I am. And they said. 
What need we any further wit- 
ness ? for we ourselves have heard 
of His own mouth. And the 
whole multitude of them arose, 
and when they had bound Jesus, 
they led Him away from Caiaphas 
unto the hall of judgment : and 
delivered Him to Pontius Pilate 
the Governor : and it was early.

And they themselves went not 
into the judgment hall, lest tfaej 
should be defiled ; bat that they 
might eat the Passover. Pilato 
then went out unto them, and 
said. What aoousation bring ye 
against this man ? They answer- 
ed and said unto him. If Me woce 
not a malefactor, we would not 
have delivered Him up unto thee. 

ThensaidPilateunto them. Take 
ye Him, and judge Him aoocnding 
to your law. The Jews therefixre 
said unto him. It is not lawftQ for 
us to put any man to death : that 
the saying of Jbsus might be 
fidfilled, which He spake, signify- 
ing what death He should die. 

Then Pilate entered into the 
judgment hall again, and called 
Jesus and said unto Him, Art 
Thou the King of the Jews ? 

Jesus answered him, Sayest 
thou this thing of thyself^ or did 
others tell it thee of Me ? 

Pilate answered. Am I a Jew P 
Thine own nation and the chief 
priests have delivered Thee onto 
me : what hast Thou done P 

Jesus answered. My King- 
dom is not of this world : if My 
Kingdom were of this worid, then 
would My servants fight, that I 
should not be delivered to the 
Jews : but now is My Kingdom 
not from hence. 

Pilate therefore said unto TTim^ 
Art Thou a King then ? 

Jesus answered. Thou sayest 
that X am a King. To this end 
was I bom, and for this oaose 
came I into the world, that I 
should bear witness onto the 
truth. Every one that is of the 
truth heareth My voice. 

Pilate saith unto Him, What is 
truth ? And when he had said 
this, he went out again unto the 
Jews, and saith unto them, I find 
in Him no fault at all. And they 
began to accuse Him, sayingi 
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the nation, and forbidding to give 
tribute to CaBsar, saying that He 
Himself is Christ a King. And 
Jesus stood before the Gover- 
nor : and the GU>vemor asked 
Him Ba3ring, Art Thou the King 
of the Jews ? Jesus answering 
said unto him, Thou sayest it. 
And the chief priests and elders 
accused Him of many things: but 
He answered nothing. And 
Pilate asked Him again, saying, 
Answerest Thou nothing P Behold 
how many things they witness 
against Thee. But Jesus yet 
answered him to never a word j 
insomuch that Pilate marvelled 
greatly. Then said Pilate to the 
chief priests and to the people, I 
find no fault in this Man. And 
they were the more fierce, saying, 
He stirreth up the people, teach- 
ing throughout all Jewry, begin- 
ning from Galilee to tins place. 
When Pilate heard of GraJilee, he 
asked whether the man were a 
Galilaean. And as soon as he 
knew that He belonged unto 
Herod's jurisdiction, he sent Him 
to Herod, who himself also was at 
Jerusalem at that time. 

JESUS before Eerod. 
And when Herod saw Jbsus, 
he was exceeding glad : for he 
was desirous to see Him of a 
long season, because he had 
beard many things of Him ; and 
he hoped to have seen some 
miracle done by Him, Then he 
questioned with Him in many - 
words J but He answered him 
nothing. And the chief priests 
and scribes stood and vehemently 
accused Him. And Herod with 
his men of war set Him at 
nought, and mocked Him, and 
arrayed Him in a gorgeous robe, 
and sent Him again to Pilate. 
And the same day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends to- 
gether : for before they were at 
enmity between themselves. 



JESUS again before Pilate. 

And Pilate, when he had call- 
ed together the chief priests and 
the rulers and the people, said 
unto them, Ye have brought 
this Man unto me, as one that 
perverteth the people : and, be- 
hold, I, having examined Him 
before you, have found no fault 
in this Man, touching those 
things whereof ye accuse Him : 
no, nor yet Herod : for I sent 
you to him ; and, lo, nothing 
worthy of death is done unto 
Him. I will therefore chastise 
Him, and release Him. Now at 
that feast the Governor weis wont 
to release unto the people a pri- 
soner, whom they woidd. And 
they had then a notable prisoner, 
called Barabbas, which lay bound 
with them that had made insur- 
rection with him, who had com- 
mitted murder in the insurrection. 
And the multitude crying aloud 
began to desire him to do as he 
had ever done unto them. (For 
of necessity he must release one 
unto them at the feast.) There- 
fore when they were gathered to- 
gether, Pilate said unto them. 
Whom will ye that I release unto 
you ? Barabbas, or Jesus which 
is called Christ ? Will ye that I 
release unto you the King of the 
Jews ? For he knew that the 
chief priests had delivered Him 
for envy. 

When he was set down on the 
judgment-seat, his wife sent unto 
him, saying, Have thou nothing to 
do with that Just Man : for I have 
suffered many things this day in a 
dream because of Him. But the 
chief priests and elders persuaded 
the multitude that they should 
ask Barabbas, and destroy 
Jesus. The Governor answer- 
ed and said unto them. Whether 
of the twain will ye that I release 
unto you ? And they cried <yQ^ 
all at once, a^.-Ym^, k:??^'^ ^SJOsv 
this TslLaTi oniQi T«^e»a^ Txeico \» 
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Barabbas. Pilate therefore, will- 
ing to release Jesus, answered 
and said again unto them, What 
shall I do then with Jesus 
which is called Christ, Him 
Whom ye call the King of the 
Jews ? And they all cried out 
again, Crucify Him, crucify Him. 
And Pilate said unto them the 
third time, Why, what evil hath 
He done ? I have found no cause 
of death in Him : 1 will therefore 
chastise Him, and let Him go. 
And they cried out the more ex- 
ceedingly, and were instant with 
loud voices, requiring that He 
might be crucified. And the 
voices of them and of the chief 
priests prevailed. 

When Pilate saw that he could 
prevail nothing, but that rather a 
tumult was made, he took water, 
and washed his hands before the 
multitude, saying, 1 am innocent 
of the blood of this Just Person : 
see ye to it. Then answered all 
the people, and said. His Blood 
be on us, and on our children. 
And so Pilate, willing to content 
the people, released Barabbas 
unto them, that for sedition and 
murder was cast into prison, 
whom they had desired; and 
took Jesus and scourged Him. 

JESUS mocked by the Soldiers, 
Then the soldiers of the Gover- 
nor took Jesus and led Him 
away into the common hall, and 
gathered unto Him the whole band 
of soldiers. And they stripped 
Him, and put on Him a scarlet 
robe. 

And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put it upon 
His Head, and a reed in His right 
Hand : and they bowed the knee 
before Him, and mocked Him, 
saying. Hail, King of the Jews ! 
And they spit upon Him, and 
smote Him with their hands, and 
took the reed, and smote Him on 
ilte Mead, 



« Behold the Man." 

Pilate therefore went forth 
again, and saith unto them. Be- 
hold I bring him forth to yon, 
that ye may know that I find no 
fault in Him. Then came Jssus 
forth, wearing the crown of 
thorns and the purple robe. And 
Pilate saith unto them. Behold 
the Man ! When the chief priests 
therefore and officers saw Him, 
they cried out, saying, GniGify 
Him, crucify Him. Pilate saith 
unto them, Take ye Him, and cm- 
cify Him ; for I find no fault in 
Him. The Jews answered him. 
We have a law, and by onrlaw 
He ought to die, because He made 
Himself the Son of God. 

When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he was the more 
afiraid; and went again into the 
judgment hall, and said nnto 
Jesus, Whence art Thou? But 
Jesus gave him no answer. 

Then saith Pilate unto Him, 
Speakest Thou not unto meP 
Imowest Thou not that I have 
power to crucify Thee, and liave 
power to release Thee ? 

Jesus answered, Thou oonld- 
est have no power at all against 
Me, except it were given thee 
from above : therefore He that 
delivered Me unto thee hath the 
greater sin. 

And from thenceforth Pilate 
sought to release Him : but the 
Jews cried out, saying. If thou 
let this Man go, thou art not 
CsBsar's friend : whosoever mak- 
eth himself a king speal^eth 
against Caesar. 

When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Jssus 
forth, and sat down in the judg- 
ment seat in a place that is called 
the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, 
Gabbatha. And it was the pre- 
paration of the passover, and 
about the sixth hour : and he 
saith unto the Jews, Behold yonr 
King \ "But \ii©7 crivedL oroi., ^^ray 
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with Him, away with Him, 
cracify Him. Pilate saitli imto 
them, Shall I cracify yonr King P 
The chief priests answered,' We 
have no kiiig hut CsBsar. 

JE8U8 is led anvwy to he Crucified, 

And Pilate gave sentence that 
it should be as they required, and 
he delivered Jesus to their will 
to be crucified. 

And the soldiers after they had 
mocked Him, took off the purple 
firom Him, and put His own 
clothes on Him, and led Him out 
to crucify Him. 

And He bearing His Cross, 
went forth into a place called the 
place of a skull, which is called in 
the Hebrew Golgotha: and as 
they led Him away, they laid hold 
upon a man of Cyrene, by name 
Simon, the &ther of Alexander 
and Bufhs, who passed by, com- 
ing out of the country ; and on 
him they laid the cross, and com- 
pelled him to bear it after 
Jesus. 

And there followed Him a great 
company of people, and of women, 
which also bewailed and lamented 
Him. But Jesus turning unto 
them, said. Daughters of Jeru- 
salem, weep not for Me, but weep 
for yourselves, and for your chil- 
dren. For, behold, the days are 
coming, in which they shall say, 
Blessed are the barren, and the 
wombs that never bare, and the 
pape which never gave suck. 
Then shall they begin to say to 
the mountains, Fall on us; and 
to the hills. Cover us. For if 
they do these things in a green 
tree, what shall be done in the 
dry? 

And there were also two other, 
male&ctors, led with Him, to be 
put to death. 

And when they were come to 
the place, whidli is called Calvary, 
they gave Him vinegar to drink 
numgled with gaSl : «nd when fie 



had tasted thereof He would not 
drink. Aj)d they gave Him to 
drink wine mingled with myrrh : 
but He received it not. 

JESUS Orudfsd, 

There they crucified Him, and 
the two mc^factors with Him, 
one on the right hand, and the 
other on the left, and Jesus in 
the midst. And the Scripture 
was fulfilled, which saith, And he 
was numbered with the transgres- 
sors. 

Then said Jesus, Father, 
forgive them ; for they know not 
what they do. And Pilate wrote 
a title, and put it on the cross. 
And the writing waa, JESUS OF 
NAZABETH THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This title then read 
many of the Jews : for the place 
where Jesus was crucified was 
nigh to the city: and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. Then said the chief 
priests of the Jews to Pilate, 
Write not. The King of the Jews j 
but that He said, I am the King 
of the Jews. Pilate answered. 
What I have written I have 
written. 

Then the soldiers when they 
had crucified Jesus, took His 
garments, and made four parts, 
'-to every soldier a part ; and also 
His coat : now the coat was with- 
out seam, woven firom the top 
throughout. They said therefore 
among themselves. Let us not 
rend it but oast lots for it, whose 
it shall be: that the Scripture 
might be fhlfiUed, which saith. 
They parted My raiment among 
them, and for My vesture they 
did oast lots. These things there- 
fore the soldiers did. And sitting 
down they watched Him there. 
And it was the third hour. 

And they that pa«sed by re- 
viled Him and railed qxl "^Vwv^ 

All, Thoa ^^AJL aLCfliGco^^R^ "^^^ 
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temple, and bnildest it in three 
days, save Thyself. If Thon be 
the Son of God, come down from 
the Cross. And the people stood 
beholding. Likewise also the 
chief priests mocking said among 
themselves with the scribes and 
elders, He saved others ; Himself 
He cannot save. If He be Christ 
the King of Israel, the Chosen of 
Grod, let Him now come down 
from the Cross, and we will 
believe Him. He trusted in God ; 
let Him deliver Him now, if He 
will have Him : for He said, I am 
the Son of God. The thieves also 
which were crucified with Him, 
cast the same in His teeth, and 
reviled Him. And the soldiers 
also mocked Him, coming to Him 
and offering Him vinegar, and 
saying, If Thou be the King of the 
Jews, save Thyself. 

And one of the malefactors 
which were hanged railed on Him, 
saying, K Thou be Christ save 
Thyself and us. But the other 
answering rebuked him, saying. 
Dost not thou fear GU)d, seeing 
thou art in the same condemna- 
tion ? And we indeod justly ; 
for we receive the due reward of 
our deeds: but this Man hath 
done nothing amiss. And he said 
unto Jesus, Lord, remember me 
when Thou comest into Thy 
Kingdom. And Jesus said unto 
him, Verily I say unto thee. To 
day shalt thou be with Me in 
Paradise. Now there stood by 
the Cross of Jesus His Mother, 
and His Mother's sister, Mary the 
wife of Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
dalene. When Jesus therefore 
saw His Mother, and the disciple 
standing by, whom He loved, He 
saith unto His Mother, Woman, 
behold thy Son ! Then saith He 
to the discipl»> Behold thy mother ! 
And from that hour that disciple 
took her unto his own home. 

And when the sixth hour was 
come, there was darkness over 



all the land unto the ninth honr. 

And at the ninth hour Jssus 
cried with a loud voioe, saying, 
Eloi, Eloi, lama Babacthani? 
which is, being interpreted. My 
God, My God, why hast Thou 
forsaken Me ? And some of them 
that stood by, when they heard 
that, said. Behold this Man calleth 
for Elias. 

After this, Jesus, knowing 
that all things that were now 
accomplished, that the Scriptoie 
might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst 
Now there was set a vessel full 
of vinegar : and straightway one 
of them ran, and took a sponge, 
and filled it with vinegar, uid 
put it on a reed, and gave Him to 
drink. The rest said. Let be, let 
us see whether Elias will come to 
save Him. 

When Jesus therefore had 
received the vinegar. He said, It 
is finished. 

And when Jesus had cried 
again with a loud voice. He said, 
Father, into Thy Hands I com- 
mend My spirit : and having said 
thus. He bowed His Head, and 
gave up the ghost. 

And, behold, the veil of the 
Temple was rent in twain from 
the top to the bottom ; and the 
earth did quake, and the roob 
rent ; and the graves were opened; 
and many bodies of the saints 
which slept arose, and came oat 
of the graves after His Resurrec- 
tion, and went into the Hol^ 
City, and appeared nnto many. 

Now when the centurion, and 
they that were with him, watch* 
ing Jesus, saw the earthquake, 
and those things that were done, 
and that He so cried out, uid 
gave up the ghost, they feaied 
greatly ; and the centurion glori- 
fied God, saying, Certainly this 
was a Righteous Man ; truly th& 
was the Son of God. 

And all the people that came 
toge^Vei ^ ^i^:^^ ^Mf'^^^^V^holdiiig 
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the things which were done, 
smote their breaata, and returned. 
And all His acquaintance, and 
the women that followed Him 
from Galilee, ministering onto 
Him, stood afar off beholding 
these things : among whom was 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James the Less and of 
Joses, and Salome, the mother of 
Zebedee's children, and many 
other women were there, which 
came up with Him unto Jeru-' 



JE8U8 homgs dead upon the Cross, 
The Jews therefore, because it 
was the preparation, that the 
bodies should not remain upon 
the cross on the Sabbath day, 
(for that Sal)bath day was an high 
day,) besought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and that 
they might be taken away. Then 
came tbe soldiers, and brake the 
legs of the first, and of the other 
which was crucified with Him. 
But when they came to Jesus, 
and saw that He was dead already, 
they brake not His legs : but one 
of the soldiers with a spear pierced 
His side, and forthwith came 
thereout Blood and Water. And 
he that saw it bare record, and 
his record is true : and he faaow- 
eth that he saith true, that ye 
might believe. For these things 
were done, that the Scripture 
should be falfilled, A bone of Him 
ghall not be broken. And again 
another Scripture saith, ^ey 
shall look on Him Whom they 
pierced. 

JE8U8 is taken dovm from the 
Cross. 

And after this, when the even 
wajB come, there came a rich man 
of ArimathaDa, a city of the Jews, 
named Joseph, an honourable 
counsellor, and he was a good 
man, axid a just : the same had 



not consented to the counsel and 
deed of them, but also himself 
waited for the Kingdom of God, 
being a disciple of JESUS, but 
secretly for fear of the Jews. 
This man went in boldly unto 
Pilate, and craved the Body of 
Jesus, that he might take it 
away. And Pilate marvelled if 
He were already dead : and call- 
ing unto him a centurion, he 
asked him whether he had been 
any while dead. And when he 
knew it of the centurion, he gave 
him leave, and commanded the 
Body to be delivered to Josephs 
He came therefore and took the 
Body of Jesus. And there came 
also Nicodemus, which at the 
first came to Jesus by night, and 
brought a mixture of myrrh and 
aloes, about an hundred pound 
weight. Then took they the Body 
of Jesus, and wound It in linen 
clothes with the spices, as the 
manner of the Jews is to bury. 

JE8U8 is hturied. 
Now in the place where He waa 
crucified there was a garden ; and 
in the garden a new sepulchre, 
which Joseph had hewn out in the 
rock ; wherein was never man yet 
laid. There laid they Jesus 
therefore because of the Jews' 
preparation day; for the sepul- 
chre was nigh at hand ; and he 
rolled a great stone to the door 
of the sepulchre, and departed. 
And the women also which came 
with Him from Galilee, followed 
after, and beheld the sepulchre. 
And there was Mary Magdalene, 
and the other Mary, sitting over 
against the sepulchre, and beheld 
how His Body was laid. And 
they returned, and prepared 
spices and ointments ; and rested 
the Sabbath day, according to the 
commandment.

When the sabbath was past, 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James, and SaJome, 
had bought sweet spices, that 
they might come and anoint Him. 
And. very early in the morning 
the First Day of the week, as it 
began to dawn, they came nnto 
the sepulchre to see it, at the 
rising of the snn. And, behold, 
there was a great earthquake: 
fortheAngeloftheLord descended 
&om heaven, and came and rolled 
back the stone firom the door, and 
sat upon it. His countenance 
was l^e lightning, and his rai- 
ment white as snow : and for fear 
of him the keepers did shake, and 
became as dead men. And the 
women said among themselyes. 
Who shall roll us away the stone 
fi?om the door of the sepulchre P 
for it was very great. Joid when 
they looked, they saw that the 
stone was rolled away : and enter- 



ing into the sepulchre, they saw 
a young man sitting on the right 
side, clothed in a long white g^- 
ment ; and they were affirighted. 
And the Angel answered and said 
unto the women, BenotaffHghted: 
for I know that ye seek Jxsus of 
Nazareth, which was crucified. 
He is not here : for He is risen, 
as He said. Gome, see the place 
where the Lord lay. And go 
quickly, and tell His disciples and 
Peter that He is risen from the 
dead ; and, behold, he goeth before 
you into Galilee; there shall ye 
see Him, as He said unto yOn ; 
lo, I have told you. And they 
departed quickly, and fled firom 
the sepulchre with fear and great 
joy ; for they trembled and were 
amazed : neither said they any- 
thing to any man ; for they were 
afi*aid, and did run to bring His 
disciples word.

Simon Peter following liim, and 
went into the gepolohre, and 
seeth the linen clothes He, and 
the napkin that was abont His 
head, not lying with the linen 
clothes, but wrapped together in 
a place by itself. Then went in 
also that other disciple, which 
came first to the sepnlchre, and 
he saw, and believed. For as yet 
they knew not the Scriptare, that 
He mnst rise again from the 
dead. Then the disciples went 
away again unto their own home, 
wondering at that which was 
come to pass. 

Bat Mary stood withoat at the 
septdchre weeping : and as she 
wept, she stooped down, and 
looked into the sepnlchre, and 
seeth two Angels in white sitting, 
the one at the head, and the other 
at the fett, where the body of 
Jesus had lain. And they say 
nnto her, Woman, why weepest 
thonP She saith nnto them, 
Becanse they have taken away 
my Loi^, and I know not where 



they have laid Him. And when 
she had thns said, she tnmed 
herself back, and saw Jksus 
standing, and knew not that it 
was Jesus. Jesus saith unto her, 
Woman, why weepest then.? 
whom seekest thou? She, sup- 
posing Him to be the gardener, 
saith unto Him, Sir, if thon have 
borne Him honco, tell me where 
thou hast laid Him, and I will 
take Him away. Jesus saith nnto 
her, Mary. She turned herself, 
and said unto Him, Babboni; 
which is to say, Master. Jksus 
saith unto her. Touch Me not; 
for I am not yet ascended to My 
Father : but go to My brethren, 
and say unto them, I ascend unto 
My Father, and your Father s and 
to My Grod, and your Grod. 

Mary Magdalene came to the 
disciples as they mourned and 
wept, and told them that she had 
seen the Lord, and that he had 
spoken these things unto her.

During the Saturda/y, or on the 
Sunday morning bqfore going to 
Church, you can use, according to 
opportunity, omy of the following 
Meditations and BevotUms before 
Holy Comm/union,

didst ordain the holy Eucharist, 
the Sacrament and Feast of 
love.

O blessed S«riour, let that 
mighty salvation Thy love has 
wrought for us, never slip out of 
iny mind j but especially, let my 
remembrsmce of Thee in the holy 
Sacrament be always most lively 
and affecting. 

O Jesu, if I love Thee truly, I 
shall be sure to frequent Thy 
Altar, that I may often remember 
all the wonderful loves of my 
omcified Bedeemer. 



I know, O my Lord and my 
God, that a bare remembrance of 
Thee is not enough ; O do Thou 
therefore fix in me such a remem- 
brance of Thee as is suitable 
to the infinite love I am to 
remember ; work in me all those 
holy and heavenly affections 
which become the remembrance 
of a crucified Saviour.

eat, and Thy Blood to drink ; how 
Thy Flesh is meat indeed, and 
Thy Blood is drink indeed ; how 
he that eateth Thy Flesh, and 
drinketh Thy Blood, dwelleth in 
Thee, and Thou in him ; how he 
shall live by Thee, and be raised 
up by Thee to life eternal j" I 
can by no means comprehend, 
but I firmly believe all Thou hast 
said, and I firmly rely on Thy 
omnipotent love, to jnake good 
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Thy word ; for which all love, all 
glory, be to Thee. 

I believe, crucifiecl Lord, that 
** the Bread which we break" in 
the celebration of the holy Mys- 
teries is the communication of 
Thy Body, and the " cup of bless- 
ing which we Mess" is the com- 
munication of Thy Blood; and 
that Thou dost as effectually and 
really convey Thy Body and 
Blood to our souls by the Bread 
and Wine, as Thou didst Thy Holy 
Spirit by Thy breath, to Thy 
disciples ; for which all love, all 
glory, be to Thee. 

Lord, what need I labour in 
vain to search out the manner of 
Thy mysterious Presence in the 
Sacrament, when my love assures 
me Thou art there ? All the faith- 
ful who approach Thee with pre- 
pared hearts, they well know 
Thou art there; they feel the 
virtue of Divine love going out of 
Thee, to heal their infirmities, 
and to inflame their affections ; 
for which all love, all glory, be to 
Thee. 

holy Jesu, when at Thy Altar 
I see the Bread broken, and the 
Wine poured out, teach me to 
discern Thy Body there : O let 
those sacred and significant actions 
create in me a most lively remem- 
brance of Thy sufferings, how Thy 
most blessed Body was scourged, 
and wounded, and bruised/ and 
tormented; how Thy most pre- 
cious Blootl was shed for my sins ; 
and set all my powers on work to 
love Thee, and to celebrate Thy 
love in thus dying for me. 

O my Lord and my Gtod, do 
Thou so dispose my heart to be 
Thy guest at Thy holy Table, that 
I may feel all the sweet influences 
of love crucified, " the strengthen- 
ing and refreshing of my soul, as 
our bodies are by the Bread and 
Wine;" for which I will ever 
adore and love Thee. 

merciful Jesu, let that im- 



mortal food, which in the holy 
Eucharist Thou vouchsafest m6, 
instil into my weak and languish- 
ing soul new supplies of grace, 
new life, new love, vigour, and 
new resolution, that I may never 
more faint, or droop, or tire in 
my duty.

For Thou doest this for Thine 
own sake, not for any merits of 
mine ; to the end that Thy good- 



ness may be better known unto 
me. Thy love more abundantly 
poured down, and Thy gracious 
humility the more eminently set 
forth.

of mine own onworthiness. 

Behold Thon art fche Holy of 
Holies, and I -the scum of sinners! 

Behold, Thon incliaest Thyself 
unto mo, who am not worthy so 
muoh as to look up unto Thee ! 

Behold, Thou oomest unto me ; 
it is Thy will to be with mej 
Thou invitest me to Thy banquet. 

Thou art willing to give me hea- 
venly Food and Bread of Angels 
to eat, which is indeed no other 
than Thyself the Living Bread, 
Which earnest down from Heaven, 
and givest life unto the world. 

Behold, from whence doth this 
love proceed! what a gracious 
condescension of Thine shineth 
forth herein! how great thanks 
and praises are due unto Thee 
for these benefits ! 

O how great and profitable was 
Thy counsel, when Thou didst or- 
dain it ! how sweet and pleasant 
the banquet, when Thou gavest 
Thyself to be our Food ! 

O how admirable is this Thy 
working, O Lord, how mighty is 
Thy power, how unspeakable Thy 
truth! 

For Thou didst speak the word, 
and all things were made ; and 
this was done which Thou Thy- 
self commandedst. 

A matter of great admiration, 
worthy of all faith, and surpass- 
ing man's understanding, that 
Thou, my Lord <Tod, True God 
and Man, art wholly contained 
in a little Bread and Wine, and 
without being consumed art fed 
on by him that receiveth. 

Thou Who art the Lord of the 
universe, and standest in need 
of none, art pleased to dwell in 
us by means of this Thy Sacra- 
ment. 

Do Thou preserve my heart 
and body undefiled, that with a 
cheerful and pure conscience I 
may he able often to ' celebrate, 



and to receive to my everlasting 
health, those Mysteries, which 
Thou didst s})ecially ordain and 
institute for Thine own honour, 
and for a never-cea>8ing Memorial 
of Thyself. 

CHAPTER in. 

Behold, O Lord, I come unto 
Thee, that I may be comforted 
in Thy gift, and be delighted in 
Thy holy banquet, which Thou, 
Chd, hast vrv Thy goodm^ess pre- 
pared for the poor. 

Behold in Thee is aJl whatso- 
ever I can or ought to desire; 
and Thou art my Salvation and 
my Bedemption, my Hope and my 
Strength, my Honour and Glory. 

Make therefore this day the 
soul of Thy servant joyful j for 
unto Thee, O Lord Jesu, have I 
lifted up my soul. 

I long to receive Thee now 
with devotion and reverence. I 
desire to bring Thee into my 
house, that with Zaccheus I may 
obtain to be blessed by Thee, and 
to be numbered amongst the 
children of Abraham. 

My soul thirsteth to receive 
Thy Body and Blood, my heart 
longeth to be united with Thee. 

Give Thyself to me, and it suffi- 
ceth; for besides Thee no comfort 
availeth aught. 

Without Thee I cannot be; 
without Thy visitation I cannot 
endure to live. 

And therefore I must needs 
often draw near unto Thee, and 
receive Thee for the medicine of 
my soul ; lest haply I faint in the 
way, if I be deprived of the 
heavenly food. 

For so, most merciful Jesus, 
Thou once didst say, preaching to 
the people, and curing divers 
diseases, Iivill not send them home 
fasting f lest they foAnt m the wa/y. 

Deal Thou therefore in like 
manner now with me. Who hast 
vouchsafed to leave Thyself in 
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the Saorament for the eomfort of 
thefidthAil. 

For Thou art the sweet refection 
of the soul ; and he that eateth 
lliee worthily, shall be partaker 
and heir of everlasting glojy. 

It is necessary for me, who so 
often fall into error and sin, who 
BO qnickly wax dnll and faint, that 
by fireqnent prayer and confession, 
and receiving of Thy Holy Body 
and Blood, I renew, cleanse, and 
inflame myself, lest haply, by 
long abstahiing, I fall away from 
my holy purposes. 

.For the inuigvnaHon of mcm's 
heart is evil from his youth, and 
unless some divine remedy help 
him, he qnickly falleth away to 
worse things. 

This Holy Commnnion tliere- 
fore draweth back from evil, and 
streng^heneth in good. 

For if I be now so often negli- 
gent and cold when I commnni- 
cate, [or celebrate ;] what would 
become of me if I received not 
this remedy, and sought not after 
BO great a help? 

[Although every day I be not 
fit, nor weU prepared to celebrate ; 
I wiU endeavour notwithstanding 
at due times to receive the Divine 
Mysteries, and to be partaker of 
BO great a grace.] 

For this is the one chief conso- 
lation of fiuthfnl souls, so long as 
they are absent from Thee in this 
mortal body ; that being mindM 
of their God, they often receive 
their Beloved with devout mind. 

O the wonderful condescension 
of Thy tender mercy towards us, 
that Tkou, O Lord Gfod, the Crea- 
tor and GKver of life to all spirits, 
dost vouchsafe to come unto a 
poor soul, and with Thy whole 
Deity and Humanity to replenish 
the hunger thereof ! 

O happy minds and blessed 
souls, who have the privilege of 
receiving Thee, their Lord Gk)d, 
with devout aSea^asm, and in so 



receiving Thee are permitted to 
be full of spiritual joy ! 

O how gfroat a Lord do they 
entertain ! how beloved a Guest 
do they harbour ! how delightful 
a Companion do they receive ! 
how fiedthful a Friend do they 
welcome! how lovely and noble 
a Spouse do they embrace ; even 
Him Who is to lie loved above all 
that are beloved, and above all 
things that can be desired. 

O Thou, the most sweet, most 
beloved, let heaven and earth and 
all their grandeur be silent in 
Thy presence; for what praise 
and beauty soever they have, it is 
received fh)m Thy bounteous con- 
descension, and shall never equal 
the grace and beauty of Thy 
Name, Whose wisdom is beyond 
all numbers. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Lord, my God, do Thou pre- 
vent Thy servant with the bless- 
ings of Thy sweetness, that I may 
approach worthily and devoutly 
to Thy glorious Sacrament. 

Stir up my heart unto Thee, 
and deliver mo from all dulness. 
Visit me with Thy salvation, that 
I inay taste in spirit Thy sweet- 
ness, which plentifully Ueth hid 
in this Sacrament as in a fountain. 

Enlighten also mine eyes to 
behold so great a Mystery, and 
strengthen me with undoubting 
faith to believe it. 

For it is Thy work, and no 
human power ; Thy sacred insti- 
tution, not man's invention. 

For of himself no man is able 
to comprehend and understand 
these things, which transcend 
even the exquisite skill of angels. 

What portion then of so high 
and sacred a Mystery shall I, un- 
worthy sinner, dust and ashes, be 
able to search out and compre- 
hend? 

O Lord, in the simplicity of my 
heart, with a sS^ifiA. osuifam^j&B^^ 
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and at Thy commandment, I draw 
near nnto Thee with hope and 
reverence j and I do truly believe 
that Thou art here present; in this 
Sacrament, both Grod and Man. 

Thy will is, that I should re- 
ceive Thee, and that I should 
unite myself unto Thee in charity. 

Wherefore I implore Thy mer- 
cy, and do crave Thy special 
grace, to the end I may wholly 
be dissolved, and overflow with 
love unto Thee, and never here- 
after suffer any external consola- 
tion to enter in. 

For this most high and precious 
Sacrament is the health both of 
soul and body, the medicine for 
all spiritual languor ; hereby my 
vices are cured, my passions bri- 
dled, my temptations overcome or 
at least weakened ; greater grace 
is infused, virtue begun is increas- 
ed, faith is confirmed, hope 
strengthened, and love inflamed 
and enlarged. 

For Thou hast bestowed, and 
still oftentimes dost bestow, many 
benefits in this Sacrament upon 
Thy beloved ones that communi- 
cate devoutly, O my God, the 
Protector of my soul, the Strength- 
ener of human frailty, and the 
Giver of all inward comfort. 

Thou impartest unto them 
much comfort against sundry 
tribulations ; and Uftest them up 
from the depth of their own de- 
jected state, to hope in Thy pro- 
tection; and dost inwardly re- 
create and enlighten them with 
new- grace, so that they who at 
first and before Communion felt 
themselves full of anxiety and 
heartlessness, afterwards, being 
refreshed with heavenly Meat and 
Drink, do find in themselves a 
change for the better. 

In which thus with wise appor- 
tionment Thon dealest with Thine 
elect, to the intent that they may 
truly acknowledge, and clearly 
experience, bow great their own 



infirmity is, and what goodness 
and grace they obtain from Thee. 

For they of themselves are 
cold, dull, and undevout j but by 
Thee they are made fervent, 
cheerful, and full of devotion. 

For who is there, that, approach- 
ing humbly unto the Fountain of 
sweetness, doth not carry away 
from thence at least some little 
sweetness ? 

Or who, standing by a great 
fire, receiveth not some small 
heat thereby ? 

And Thou art a Fountain always 
frill and overflowing, a Fire ever 
burning and never decaying. 

Wherefore if I am not permitted 
to draw out of the full fountain 
itself, nor to drink my fill, I will 
notwithstanding set my lips to 
the mouth of t^is heavenly con- 
duit, that I may receive from 
thence at least some small drop to 
refresh my thirst, that so I may 
not be wholly dried up. 

And though I cannot ba yet be 
altogether heavenly nor so inflam- 
ed as the Cherubim and Seraphim, 
yet notwithstanding I will endea- 
vour to apply myself earnestly to 
devotion, and prepare my heart to 
obtain if it be but some small 
spark of divine fire, by the hum- 
ble receiving of this life-giving 
Sacrament. 

And whatsoever is hereunto 
wanting in me, O mercifril Jesu, 
most Holy Saviour, do Thou 
bountifully and graciously supply 
for me. Thou Who hast vouch- 
safed to call US all unto Thee, 
saying, Come wnto Me, all ye that 
lahov/r omd a/re "heavy laden, amd I 
wiU refresh you, 

I indeed labour in the sweat of 
my brows, I am vexed with grief 
of heart, I am burdened with sins, 
I am troubled with temptations, I 
am entangled and oppressed with 
many evil passions ; and there is 
none to help me, none to deliver 
and save me, bat Then, O Lord 
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God my Saviour, to Whom I com- 
mit myself and all that ia mine, 
that Thon mayest keep watch oyer 
me, and bring me safe to life ever- 
lasting. 

Beceive me for the honour and 
glory of Thy Name, Thou Who 
hast prepared Thy Body and 
Blood to be my Meat and Drink. 

Grant, O Lord God, my Saviour, 
that by frequenting Thy Myste- 
ries, the zeal of my devotion may 
grow and increase. 

GHAPTEBXVL

There are usually three pauses 
in the Service which may be made 
use of for Private Devotion. 

1. Whilst the 7ion-cormnvm,cants 
a/re withd/rawing . 

2. A short pause just before the 
Prayer of Consecration. 

3. After the ProA/er of Consecra- 
tion, whilst others a/re receiving. 

Sometimes after the General Con- 
fession the Priest pauses oAvhile 
before pronouncing the Absolution, 
This is intended to allow all to 
make briefly m secret a special 
confession to Almighty Ood of cmy 
paHicula/r sins which their self- 
examination mAj/y have shewn them 
to hoA^e been guilty of since their 
last Commv/rdon. We should 
gladly avail owrselves of tMs, 
and then give ea/mest heed to the 
Absolution whereby Ood declares 
His full forgiveness of us if we be 
truly penitent. 

During the first pause we moAf 
make use of any of the foregoing 
Prayers and Devotions before Hoh) 
Commumion, or else the follounng, 
from the Moza/rabic Litu/rgy. 

Conscious of our sinfnl thoughts 
and oar shortcoming^, we ap- 
proach Thee, Lord, not to sacri- 
fice to Thee a bleeding victim, 
bnt with suppliant prayers to 
oflTer and present before Thee the 
Body of the Everlasting Priest. 
Remember therefore, O Lord, 



what He endured for us, Who 
bare our sins. And clothe Thou 
us in the Robe of righteousness, 
that none may sit down at Thy 
Supper without a wedding gar*, 
ment, but that the banquet of the 
New Testament may abound with 
celestial joys. 

Far from us be the guile where- 
by the wicked disciple was de- 
ceived.

Till heaven 
and earth pass, one jot or ono 
tittle shall in no wise pass &om 
the law till all be folfilled. 

Whosoever therefore shall 
break one of these least com- 
mandments, and shall teach men 
so, he shall be called the least in 
the Kingdom of Heaven : but who- 
soever shall do and teach them, 
the same shall be called great in 
the Kingdom of Heaven. 

For I say unto you, That ex- 
cept your righteousness shall ex- 
ceed the righteousness of the 
Scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in 
no case enter into the Kingdom 
of Heaven. 

Ye have heard that it was 
said by them of old time, Thou 
shalt not kill; and whosoever 
shall kill shall be in danger of the 
judgment.

Thou shalt by no means 
come out thence, till thou hast 
paid the uttermost farthing.

But I say unto you, Swear not 
at all ; neither by heaven ; for it 
is God'^ throne : Nor by the 
earth ; for it is His footstool : 
neither by Jerusalem for it is the 
city of the great King. Neither 
shalt thou swear by thy head, 
because thou canst not make one 
hair white or black. But let 
your communication be Yea, yea ; 
nay, nay : for whatsoever is more 
than these cometh of evil. 

Ye have heard that it hath 
been said. An eye for an eye, and 
a tooth for a tooth : 

But I say unto you, that ye 
resist not evil: but whosoever 
shall smite thee on thy right 
cheek, turn to him the other also. 
And if any man will sue thee at 
the law, and take away thy coat, 
let him have thy cloke also. And 
whosoever shall compel thee to 
go a mile, go with him twain. 
Give to him that asketh thee, 
and from him that would borrow 
of thee turn not thou away. 

Ye have heard that it hath been 
said. Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour, and hate thine enemy. 

But I say unto you, Love your 
enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate 
you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you, and perse- 
cute you ; That ye may be the 
children of your Father which is 
in Heaven : for He maketh His 
sun to rise on the evil and on the 
good, and sendeth rain on the 
jTxat and OTL t.\i<a unjust.

For if ye love them which 
love you, what reward have ye ? 
do not even the publicans the 
same? And if ye salute your 
brethren only, what do ye more 
than others ? do not even the 
publicans so ? 

Be ye therefore perfect, even as 
your Father which is in Heaven is 
perfect.

S. Matthew vi. 

Jesus said, Take heed that ye 
do not your alms before men, to 
be seen of them : otherwise ye 
have no reward of your Father 
which is in Heaven. 

Therefore when thou doest 
thine alms, do not sound a trum- 
pet before thee, as the hypocrites 
do in the synagogues and in the 
streets, that they may have glory 
of men. Verily I say unto you, 
they have their reward. But 
when thou doest alms, let not thy 
left hand know what thy right 
hand doeth : That thine alms may 
be in secret : and thy Father 
Wliich seeth in secret Himself 
shall reward thee openly. 

And when thou prayest, thou 
shalt not be as the hypocrites 
are : for they love to pray stand- 
ing in the synagogues and in the 
comers of the streets, that they 
may be seen of men. Verily I say 
unto you, they have their reward. 

But thou, when thou prayest, 
enter into thy closet, and when 
thou hast shut thy door, pray to 
thy Father Which is in secret ; 
and thy Father Which seeth in se- 
cret shall reward thee openly. 

But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the heathen do : 
for they think that they shall be 
heard for their much speaking. 
Be not ye therefore like unto 
them: for your Father knoweth 
what things ye have need of, be- 
fore ye ask Him. 



After this manner therefore 
pray ye : 

Our Father Which art in heaven. 
Hallowed be Thy Name. Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be done 
in earth, as it is in heaven. Give 
us this day our daily bread. 
And forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. And lead us 
not into temptation, but deliver 
us from evil : for Thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever. Amen. 

For if ye forgive mon their 
trespasses, your heavenly Father 
will also forgive you : But if ye 
forgive not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father forgive 
your trespasses. 

Moreover when ye fast, be 
not, as the hypocrites, of a sad 
countenance : for they disfigure 
their faces, that they may appear 
unto men to faat. Verily I say 
unto you, they have their reward. 
But thou, when thou fastest, 
anoint thine head, and wash thy 
face ; That thou appear not unto 
men to fast, but unto thy Father 
Which is in secret : and thy 
Father, Which seeth in secret, 
shall reward thee openly.

S. Matthew vi. 19. 

Jesv^s saidy Lay not up for yom - 
selves treasures upon earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves break through and 
steal. But lay up for yourselves 
treasures in Heaven, where neither 
moth nor rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not breakthrough 
nor steal : For where your trea- 
sure is, there will your heart be 
also. 

The light of the body is the 
eye : if therefore thine eye be 
single, thy whole body shall be 
full of light. But if thine eye be 
evil, thy whole body shall be full 
of dotkae^^* \^ >5>a!eswSsstft ^Soa 
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light that is in thee be darkness, 
how great is that darkness ! 

No man can serve two mas- 
ters : for either he will hate 
the one, and love the other; or 
else he will hold to the one, and 
despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve Grod and mammon. 

Therefore I say nnto yon. Take 
no thought for your lile, what ye 
shall eat, or whiat ye shall drink ; 
nor yet for your body, what ye 
shall put on. Is not the life more 
than meat, and the body than 
raiment ? 

Behold the fowls of the air : 
for they sow not, neither do they 
reap, nor gather into bams ; yet 
your heavenly Father feedeth 
them. Are ye not much better 
than they ? 

Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature ? 
And why take ye thought for 
raiment? Consider the lilies of 
the field, how they grow j they 
toil not, neither do they spin : 
And yet I say unto you, That 
even Solomon in all his glory was 
not arrayed like one of these. 
Wherefore, if God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which to day 
is, and to morrow is cast into the 
oven, shall He not much more 
clothe you, ye of little faith ? 

Therefore take no thought, 
saying. What shall we eat, or. 
What shall we drink ? or, Where- 
withal shall we be clothed ? (For 
after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek :) for your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have 
need of all these things. But 
seek ye first the Kingdom of God, ' 
and His righteousness ; and all 
these things shall be added unto 
you. 

Take therefore no thought for 

the morrow : for the morrow 

shall take thought for the things 

of itself. Sufficient unto the day 

ia the evil thereot 



Sktl^ Wonting. 

S. Matthew vii. 

Jesus saM, Judge not, that ye 
be not judged. For with what 
judgement ye judge, ye shall be 
judged : and with what measure 
ye mete, it shall be measured to 
you again. 

And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother's eye, 
but considerest not the beam 
that is in thine own eye ? Or how 
wilt thou say to thy brother. Let 
me pull out the mote out of thine 
eye; and, behold, a beam is in 
thine own eye ? Thou hypocrite, 
first cast out the beam out of 
thine own eye; and then shalt 
thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother's eye. 

Give not that which is holy 
unto the dogs, neither cast ye 
your pearls before swine, lest 
they trample them under their 
feet, and turn again and rend 
you.

If ye 
then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your Father 
Which is in Heaven give good 
things to them that ask Him. 

Therefore all things whatso- 
ever ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye even so to them : 
for this is thelawand the prophets. 

Enter ye in at the strait gate : 
for wide is the gate, and broad is 
the way, that leadeth to destruc- 
tion, and many there be which 
go in thereat : Because strait is 
the g^tQ,%xvdLTkaxtQi^ ia the way.

which leadcth unto life, and few 
there bo that find it. 

S. Matthew vii. 15. 

Jesus saddf Beware of false 
prophets, which come to you in 
sheep's clothing, but inwardly 
they are ravening wolves. 

Ye shall know them by their 
fruits. Do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles ? Even 
so every good tree bringeth forth 
good fruit: but a corrupt tree 
bringeth forth evil fruit. A good 
tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, 
neither can a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. Every tree that 
bringeth not forth good firuit is 
hewn down, and cast into the 
flre. Wherefore by their fruits 
ye shall know them. 

Not every one that saith un- 
to Me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the Kingdom of Heaven ; but 
he that doeth the will of My 
Father Which is in Heaven. 

Many will say to Me in that 
day. Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in Thy Name? And 
in Thy Name have cast out devils ? 
And in Thy Name done many 
wonderfiil works ? And then will 
I profess unto them, I never knew 
you : depart from Me, ye that 
work iniquity. 

Therefore whosoever heareth 
these sayings of Mine, and doeth 
them, I will h'ken him unto 
a wise man, which built his 
house upon a rock : And the rain 
descended, and the floods came, 
and the winds blew, and beat 
upon that house ; and it fell not : 
for it was founded upon a rock. 

And every one thJat heareth 
these sayings of Mine, and doeth 
them not, shall be likened unto. 
a foolish man, which built his 
house upon the sand. And tiie 
rain descended, and the floods 
came, and the winds blew, and 



beat upon that house ; and it 
fell : and great was the fall of it. 
And it came to pass, when 
Jesus had ended these sayings, 
the people were astonished at His 
doctrine : For He taught them 
as one having authority, aad not 
as the scribes.

8. Matthew x. 28. 

Jesus said to His ^ciples, Fear 
not them which kill the body, 
but are not able to kill the soul : 
but rather fear Him Which is 
able to destroy both soul and 
body in hell. 

Are not two sparrows sold for 
a farthing ? and one of them 
shall not fall on the g^und with- 
out your Father. But the very 
hairs of your head are all num- 
bered. Fear ye not therefore, ye 
are of more value than many 
sparrows. 

Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess Me before men, him will I 
confess also before My Father 
Which is in Heaven. But who- 
soever shall deny Me before men, 
him will I also deny before My 
Father Which is in Heaven. 

Think not that I am come to 
send peace on earth : I came 
not to send peace, but a sword. 
For I am come to set a man at 
variance against his father, and 
the daughter against her mother, 
and the daughter in law against 
her mother in law. And a man's 
foes shall be they of his own 
household. 

He that loveth father or mother 
more than Me is not worthy of 
Me : and he that loveth son or 
daughter more than Me is not 
worthy of Me. And he that 
taketh not his cross, and follow - 
eth after Me, is not worthy of Me. 

He that findeth his life shall 
lose it : and he that losatVv \£»s^ 
life ioT U^ ^«;^"a ^i8)J\^TiV\^. 
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And agam we read in Scmit 
Matthew xvi. 24. 

Then said Jesns unto His disci- 
ples, If any man will come after 
Me, let him deny himself, and 
take np his cross, and follow Me. 

For whosoever will save his 
life shall lose it ; and whosoever 
will lose his life for My sake shall 
find it. 

For what is a man profited, if 
he shall gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul ? or what 
shall a man give in exchange for 
his soul? 

For the Son of man shall come 
in the glory of His Father with His 
AngeL^ : and then He shall reward 
every man according to his works.

8. Matthew xviii. 

At the same time came the disci- 
ples unto Jesus, saying, Who is 
the greatest in the Kingdom of 
Heaven? 

And Jesus called a little child 
unto Him, and set him in the 
midst of them, And said, Verily I 
say unto you. Except ye be con- 
verted, and become as little 
children, ye shall not enter 
into the Kingdom of Heaven. 
Whosoever therefore shall hum- 
ble himself as this little child, 
the same is greatest in the 
Kingdom of Heaven. And whoso 
shall receive one such little 
child in My name receiveth Me. 
But whoso shall offend one of 
these little ones which believe in 
Me, it were better for him that a 
millstone were hanged about his 
neck, and that he were drowned 
in the depth of the sea. 

Woe unto the world because 
of offences ! for it must needs be 
that offences come; but woe to that 
man by whom the offence cometh ! 

Wherefore if thy hand or thy 
foot offend thee, cut them off, 
and cast them from, thee: it ia 



better for thee to enter into life 
halt or maimed, rather than 
having two hands or two feet to 
be cast into everlasting fire. 

And if thine eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and cast it from 
thee : it is better for thee to enter 
into life with one eye, rather than 
having two eyes to be cast into 
hell fire. 

Take heed that ye despise not 
one of these little ones ; for I say 
unto you. That in Heaven their 
Angels do always behold the Face 
of My Father Which is in Heaven. 

For the Son of man is come to 
save that which was lost. 

How think ye ? if a man have 
an hundred sheep, and one of 
them be gone astray, doth he not 
leave the ninety and nine, and 
goeth into the mountains, and 
seeketh that which is gone astray ? 
And if so be that he find it, verily 
I say unto you, he rejoiceth more 
of that sheep, than of the ninety 
and nine which went not astray. 
Even so it is not the will of your 
Father Which is in Heaven, that 
one of these little ones should 
perish. 

S. Matthew xviU. 15. 

Jesus said to His disciples, 
Moreover, if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell 
him his fault between thee and 
him alone : if he shall hear thee, 
thou hast gained thy brother. 

But if he will not hear thee, 
then take with thee one or two 
more, that in the mouth of two 
or three witnesses every word 
may be established. And if he 
shall neglect to hear them tell it 
unto the church : but if he neglect 
to hear the church, let him be unto 
thee ns an heathen man and a 
publican. 

Verily I say unto you. Whatso- 
ever 7© %\fflJ\\iiva!i on. earth shaU

be bonnd in Heaven : and what- 
soever ye shall loose on earth 
shall be loosed in Heaven. 

Again I say unto yon, That if 
two of yon shall agree on earth 
as touching anythiag that they 
shall ask, it shall be done for them 
of My Father Which is in Heaven. 

For where two or three are 
gathered together in My Name, 
there am I in the midst of them. 

Then came Peter to Him, and 
said, Lord, how oft shall my 
brother sin against me, and I 
forgive him ? till seven times ? 

Jesns saith unto him, I say 
not nnto thee, Until seven times : 
bnt, Until seventy times seven. 

Therefore is the Kingdom of 
Heaven likened nnto a certain 
king, which would take account 
of his servants. And when he 
had begun to reckon, one was 
brought unto him, which owed 
him ten thousand talents. But 
forasmuch as he had not to pay, 
his lord commanded him to be 
sold, and his wife, and children, 
and all that he had, and payment 
to be made. The servant there- 
fore fell down, and worshipped 
him, saying, Lord, have patience 
with me, and I will pay thee all. 
Then the lord of that servant 
was moved with compassion, and 
loosed him, and forgave him the 
debt. But the same servant 
went out, and found one of his 
fellowservants, which owed him 
an hundred pence : and he laid 
hands on him, and took him by 
the throat, saying, Pay me that 
thou owest. And his fellowser- 
vant fell down at his feet, and 
besought him, saying. Have pa- 
tience with me, and I will pay 
thee all. And he would not : but 
went and cast him into prison, 
till he should pay the debt. 
So when his fellowservants saw 
what was done, they were very 
sorry, and came and told unto 
their lord all that was done. 



Then his lord, after that he had 
called him, said unto him, O thou 
wicked servant, I forgave thee all 
that debt, because thou desiredst 
me: Shouldest not thou also 
have had compassion on thy fel- 
lowservant, even as I had pity on 
thee ? And his lord was wroth, 
and delivered him to the tormen- 
tors, tUl he should pay all that was 
due unto him. 

So likewise shall My heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye 
from your hearts forgive not 
every one his brother their tres- 



fiUfenl^ forming. 

S. Matthew xxiv. 86- 

Jesus said, Of that Day and 
Hour knoweth no man, no, not 
the Angels of Heaven, but My 
Father only. 

But as the days of Noe were, 
so shall also the Conung of the 
Son of man be. For as in the 
days that were before the Flood 
they were eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage, 
until the day that Noe entered 
into the ark, And knew not until 
the flood came, and took them all 
away; so shall also the Coming 
of the Son of man be. 

Then shall two be in the field ; 
the one shall be taken, and the 
other left. Two women shall bo 
grinding at the mill; the one 
shall be taken, and the other left. 

Watch therefore : for ye know 
not what houjr your Lord doth 
come. 

But know this, that if the good- 
man of the house had known in 
what watch the thief would come, 
he would have watched, and 
would not have suffered his 
house to be broken up. 

Therefore be ye also ready : for 
in such an hour as ye think not 
the Son of man cometh. 

Who then is a feithful and wise 
servant, 'w\iotq. \C\^ Xqtc^ V^aiOsv 
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made ruler over his household, to 
give them meat in dne season? 
Blessed is that servant, whom 
his lord when he cometh shall 
find so doing. Verily I say nnto 
yon. That he shall make him roler 
over all his goods. 

But and if that evil servant 
shall say in his heart. My lord 
delayeth his coming ; And shall 
begin to smite his feUowservants, 
and to eat and drink with the 
dmnken ; The lord of that ser- 
vant shall come in a day when he 
looketh not for him, and in an 
hour that he is not aware of. 
And shall cut him asnnder, and 
appoint him his portion with the 
hypocrites : there shall be weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth.

S. Matthew zxy. 81. 

Jesus said wnio His ddscvpUs, 
When the Son of man shall come 
in His glory, and all the holy 
Angels with Him, then shall He 
sit upon the throne of His glory. 

And before Him shall be ga- 
thered all nations : and He shall 
separate them one firom another, 
as a shepherd divideth his sheep 
from the goats : 

And He shall set the sheep on 
His right hand, but the goats on 
the left. 

Then shall the King say nnto 
them on His right hand. Come, 
ye blessed of My Father, inherit 
the kingdom prepared for you 
from the foundation of the world : 
For I was an hungred, and ye 
gave Me meat : I was thirsty, and 
ye gave Me drink : I was a 
stranger, and ye took Me in : 
Naked, and ye clothed Me : I 
was sick, and ye visited Me : 1 
was in prison, and ye came unto 
Me. 

Then shall the righteous answer 
Him, Baying, Lord, when saw we 
Thee an bungred, and fed Thee^ 



or thirsty, and gave Thee drink ? 
When saw we Thee a stranger, 
and took Thee in ? or naked, and 
clothed Thee ? Or when saw we 
Thee sick or in prison, and came 
unto Thee? 

And the King shall answer and 
say unto them, Verily I say unto 
you. Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these My 
brethren, ye have done it unto 
Me. 

Then shall He say also unto 
them on the left hand. Depart 
from Me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels: For I was an 
hungred, and ye gave Me no 
meat : I was thirsty, and ye gave 
Me no drink : I was a stranger, 
and ye took Me not in : naked, 
and ye clothed Me not : sick, and 
in prison, and ye visited Me not. 

Then shall they also answer 
Him, saying. Lord, when saw 
we Thee an hungred, or athirst, 
or a stranger, or naked, or sick, 
or in prison, and did not minister 
unto Thee ? 

Then shall He answer them, 
saying, Verily I say unto you. 
Inasmuch as ye did it not to one 
of the least of these, ye did it not 
to Me. 

And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment : but the 
righteous into life eternal.

S. Mark xii. 28. 

And one of the scribes came, 
and having heard them reasoning 
together, and perceiving that He 
had answered them well, asked 
Him, Which is the first command- 
ment of all ? 

And Jesus answered him. The 
first of all the commandments is, 
Hear, Israel ; The Lord our 
Grod is one Lord : And thou 
shalt love the Lord thy Grod with 
a\\ tihy Yieart, and with all thy 
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sonl, and with all thy mind, and 
with all thy strength : this is the 
first commandment. And the 
SQOond is like, namely this, Thon 
shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self. There is none other com- 
mandment greater than these. 

And the scribe said nnto Him, 
Well, Master, Then hast said the 
truth : for there is one God ; and 
there is none other but He : And 
to love Him with all the heart, 
and with all the understanding, 
and with all the soul, and with all 
the strength, and to love his 
neighbour as himself, is more than 
all whole burnt ofiferings and 
sacrifices. 

And when Jeshs saw that he 
answered discreetly, He said unto 
him. Thou art not far firom the 
kingdom of €k)d. And no man 
after that durst ask Him any 
question. 

S. Lnke yl. 20. 

And Jesus lifted up His eyes on 
His disdples, and said. 

Blessed be ye poor : for yours 
1b the kingdom of God. 

Blessed are ye that hunger 
now : for ye shall be filled. 

Blessed are ye that weep now : 
for ye shall laugh. 

Blessed are ye, when men shall 
hate you, and when they shall 
separate you from their company, 
and shall reproach you, and cast 
out your name as evil, for the Son 
qf man's sake. Bejoice ye in that 
aay, and leap for joy : for, behold, 
your reward is great in Heaven : 
for in the like manner did their 
fathers unto the Prophets. 

But woe unto you that are 
rich! for ye have received your 
consolation. 

Woe unto you that are full! 
ior ye shall hunger. 

Woe unto you that laugh now ! 
for ye shall mourn and weep. 



Woe unto you, when aU men 
shall speak weU of you ! for so 
did their fi&thers to the false pro- 
phets. 

But I say unto you which hear, 
Love your enemies, do good to 
them which hate you. Bless them 
that curse you, and pray fi)r 
them which despitefuUy use you. 
And unto him that smiteth thee 
on the one cheek ofier also 
the other; and him that taketh 
away thy doke forbid not to take 
thy coat also. GKve to every man 
that asketh of thee ; and of him 
that taketh away thy goods ask 
them not again. And as ye would 
that men i^ould do to you, do ye 
also to them likewise. 

For if ye love them which love 
you, what thank have ye? for 
sinners also love those that love 
them. And if ye do good to thdm 
which do good to you, what thank 
have ye ? for sinners also do even 
the fiame. And if ye lend to them 
of whom ye hope to receive, what 
thank have ye ? for sinners also 
lend to sinners, to receive as 
much again. 

But love ye your enemies, and 
do good, and lend, hoping for no- 
thing again; and your reward 
shall be great, and ye shall be 
the children of the Highest : for 
He is kind unto the unthankful 
and to the evil. 

Be ye therefore merciful, as 
your Father also is merciful. 

8. Luke vi. 87. 

Jesti^ said to His (UscipleSy Judge 
not, and ye shall not be judged : 
condemn not, and ye shaU not be 
condemned : forgive, and ye shall 
be forgiven: Give, and it shall 
be given unto you ; good measure, 
pressed down, and shaken toge- 
ther, and running over, shall men 
give into your bosom. For with 
the aoffivd ixv^Qfirax^ >^X^&K> i^ ts^^r^ 
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withal it shall be measnred to 
yon again. 

And He spake a parable nnto 
them. Can the blind lead the 
blind? shall they not bbth fall 
into the ditch P 

The disciple is not above his 
master: bnt every one that is 
perfect shall be as his master. 

And why beholdest then the 
mote that is in thy brother's eye, 
bnt perceivest not the beam that 
is in thine own eye ? Either how 
canst then say to thy brother. 
Brother, let me pnll ont the mote 
that is in thine eye, when then 
thyself beholdest not l|he beam 
that is in thine own eye ? Then 
hypocrite, cast ont first the beam 
ont of thine own eye, and then 
shalt then see clearly to pnll ont 
the mote that is in thy brother's 
ey^. 

For a good tree bringeth not 
forth cormpt fimit ; neither doth 
a oormpt tree bring forth good 
fimit. For every tree is known by 
his own fimit. For of thorns men 
do not gather figs,nor of a bramble 
bnsh gather they grapes. 

A good man ont of the good 
treasure of his heart bringeth 
forth that which is good ; and an 
evil man ont of the evil treasure 
of his heart bringeth forth that 
which is evil : for of the abnn- 
dance of the heart his month 
speaketh. 

And why call ye Me, Lord, 
Lord, and do not the things which 
I say. 

Whosoever cometh to Me, and 
heareth My sayings, and doeth 
them, I wUl shew yon to whom 
he is like. He is like a man 
which bnilt a house, and digged 
deep, and laid the foundation on 
a rock : and when the flood arose, 
the stream beat vehemently npon 
that house, and could not shake 
it: for it was founded upon a 
rock. 
But be that heareth, and doethi 



not, is like a man that without a 
foundation built an house upon 
the earth; against which the 
stream did beat vehemently, and 
iniunediately it fell ; and the ruin 
of that house was great. 

S. Luke xii. 15. 

And Jesus said unto them. 
Take heed, and beware of covet- 
ousness : for a man's lifeconsisteth 
not in the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth. 

And He spake a parable unto 
them, saying. The ground of a 
certain rich man brought forth 
plentifully. And he thought with- 
in himself, saying, IVliat shall I 
do, because I have no room where 
to bestow my fimits? And he 
said. This wiU I do : I will puU 
down my bams, and build g^reater ; 
and there will I bestow all my 
fimits and my goods. And I will 
say to my so^, Soul, thou hast 
much goods laid up for many 
years ; take thine ease, eat, drink, 
and be merry. But Grod said 
unto him, Thou fool, this night 
thy soul shall be required of thee : 
then whose shall these things be, 
which thou hast provided P 

So is he that layeth up treasure 
for himself, and is not rich toward 
God. 

And He said unto His disciples, 
Therefore I say unto you. Take 
no thought for your life, what ye 
shall eat; neither for the body, 
what ye shall put on. 

The life is more than meat, and 
the body is more than raiment. 

Consider the ravens : for they 
neither sow nor reap; which 
neither have storehouse nor bam ; 
and Grodfeedeth them: how much 
more are ye better than the fowls ; 

And which of you with taking 
thought can add to his stature 
one cubit? K ye then be not 
a\AQ to ^o \}ds^ thing which is 
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least, why take ye thonght for 
the rest ? 

Consider the lilies how they 
grow : they toil not, they spin 
not ; and yet I say nnto you, that 
Solomon in all his glory was not 
arrayed like one of these. If 
then God so clothe the grass, 
which is to day in the field, and 
to morrow is cast into the oven ; 
how much more will He clothe 
you, O ye of little faith ? 

And seek not ye what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink, neither 
be ye of doubtful mind. For all 
these things do the nations of the 
world seek after : and your Father 
knoweth that ye have need of 
these things. But rather seek ye 
the Kingdom of Grod ; and all 
these things shall be added unto 
you. 

Fear not, little flock ; for it is 
your Father's good pleasure to 
give yon the Kingdom. 

Sell that ye have, and give 
alms; provide yourselves bags 
which wax not old, a treasure in 
the Heavens that faileth not, where 
no thief approacheth, neither 
moth corrupteth. For where your 
treasure is, there will your heart 
be also. 

Let your loins be girded about, 
and your lights burning ; And ye 
yourselves like unto men that 
wait for their lord, when he will 
return from the wedding ; that 
when he cometh and knocketh, 
they may open unto him imme- 
diately. 

Blessed are those servants, 
whom the Lord when He cometh 
shall find watching : verily I say 
unto you, that He shall gird Him- 
self, and make them to sit down 
to meat, and will come forth and 
serve them. And if He shall 
come in the second watch, or 
come in the third watch, and find 
them so, blessed are those servants. 

And this know, that if the 
goodman of the house had known 



what hour the thief would come, 
he would have watched, and not 
have suffered his house to be 
broken through. 

Be ye therefore ready also : 
for the Son of man cometh at an 
hour when ye think not.

Then said one unto Him, Lord, 
are there few that be saved ? And 
He said unto them. 

Strive to enter in at the strait 
gate : for many, I say unto you, 
will seek to enter in, and shall 
not be able. 

When once th^ Master of the 
house is risen up, and hath shut 
to the door, and ye begin to stand 
without, and to knock at the 
door, saying, Lord, Lord, open 
unto us ; and He shall answer 
and say unto you, I know you 
not whence ye are : Then shall 
ye begin to say, We have eaten 
and drunk in Thy presence, and 
Thou haat taught in our streets. 

But He shall say, I tell you, I 
know you not whence ye are ;

Then drew near unto Jesus all 
the publicans and sinners for to 
hear Him. And the Pharisees 
and scribes murmured, saying. 
This man receiveth sinners, and 
eateth with them. 

And He spake this parable 
unto them, saying. What man of 
you, having an hundred sheep, if 
he lose one of them, doth not 
leave the ninety and nine in the 
wilderness, and go after that which 
is lost until he find it? And 
when he hath found it, he layeth 
it on his shoulders, rejoicing. 
And when he cometh home, he 
oalletb together his friends and 



neighbours, saying unto them, 
Bcjoice with me; for I have 
found my sheep which was lost. 

I say unto you, that likewise 
joy shiJl be in Heaven over one 
sinner that repenteth, more than 
over ninety and nine just persons, 
which need no repentance. 

Either what woman having ten 
pieces of silver, if she lose one 
piece, doth not light a candle, and 
sweep the house, and seek dili- 
gently till she find it? And when 
she hath found it, she oalleth her 
firiends and her neighbours toge- 
ther, saying, Bejoice with me; 
for I have found the piece which 
I had lost. 

Likewise, I say unto you, there 
is joy in the presence of the 
Angels of God over one sinner 
that repenteth. 

And He said, A certain man 
had two sons. And the younger 
of them said to his &ther. Father, 
give me the portion of goods that 
falleth to me. And he divided 
unto them his living. And not 
many days after the younger son 
gathered all together, and took 
his journey into a far country, 
and there wasted his substance 
with riotous living. And when 
he had spent all, there arose a 
mighty fionine in that land ; and 
he began to be in want. And he 
went and joined himself to a citi- 
zen of that country ; and he sent 
him into his fields to feed swine. 
And he would fain have filled his 
belly with the husks that the 
swine did eat : and no man gave 
unto him. And when he came to 
himself, he said. How many hired 
servants of my fiither^s have bread 
enough and to spare, and I perish 
with hunger ! I will arise and go 
to my father, and will say unto 
him. Father, I have sinned against 
Heaven and before thee.

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And he arose and came to his 
father. But when he was yet a 
great way ofif, his father saw him, 
and had compassion, and ran, 
and fell on his neck, and kissed 
him.

And Jesns said nnto him, Why 
oallest thou Me good? none is 
good, save one, tlmt is God. 

Then knowest the command- 
ments, Do not commit adnlteiy, 
Do not kill. Do not steal. Do not 
bear fklse witness. Honour thy 
father and thy mother. 

And he said. All these have I 
kept firom my youth up. 

Now when Jesus heard these 
things. He said unto him. Yet 
laokest thou one thing: sell all 
that thou hast, and distribute 
Tinto the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in Heaven: and 
come, follow Me. 

And when he heard this, he 
was very sorrowful: for he was 
very rich. 

And when Jesus saw that he 
was very sorrowful. He said, How 
hardly shall they that have riches 
enter into the Kingdom of Gk>d 1 
For it is easier for a camel to go 
through a needle's eye, than for 



a rich man to enter into the King- 
dom of God. 

And they that heard it said,

Then Peter said, Lo, we have 
left all, and followed Thee. 

And He said unto them, Verily 
I say unto you, There is no man 
that hath left house, or parents, 
or brethren, or wife, or children, 
for the Kingdom of God's sake, 
who shall not receive manifold 
more in this present time, and in 
the world to come Life Ever- 
lasting.

No man hath seen God at any 
time; the Only-Begotten Son, 
Which is in the bosom of the 
Father, He hath declared Him. 

S. John iii. 14. 

Jesus said, As Moses lifted up 
the serpent in the wilderness, 
even so must the Son of man be 
lifted up : that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, 
but have Eternal Life. 

For God so loved the world, 
that He gave His Only-Begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish, but have 
Everlasting Life. 

For God sent not His Son into 
the world to condemn the world ; 
but that the world through Him 
might be saved. 

He that believeth on Him is 
not condemned : but he that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in 
the Name of the Only-Begotten 
Son of Gt)d. 

And this is the condemnation, 
that Light is come into the world, 
aud men loved darkness ratlieir 



than Light, because their deeds 
were evil. 

For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh 
to the light, lest his deeds should 
be reproved. 

But he that doeth truth cometh 
to the light, that his deeds may 
be made manifest, that they are 
wrought in God. 

S. John vi. 26. 

Jesus answered them, and said. 
Verily, Verily, I say unto you. 
Ye seek Me, not because ye saw 
the miracles, but because ye did 
eat of the loaves, and were filled. 

Labour not for the meat which 
perisheth, but for that Meat Which 
endureth unto Everlasting Life, 
Which the Son of man shall give 
unto you : for Him hath Gk>d the 
Father sealed. 

Then said they unto Him, Whafc 
shall we do, that we mi^ht work 
the works of God ? 

Jesus answered and said unto 
them. This is the work of God, 
that ye believe on Him Whom He 
hath sent. 

They said therefore unto Him, 
What sign shewest Thou then, 
that we may see, and believe 
Thee? what dost Thou work? 
Our fathers did eat manna in the 
desert ; as it is written, He gave 
them bread from Heaven -to eat. 

Then Jesus said unto them, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Moses gave you not that bread 
from Heaven ; but My Father 
giveth you the true Bread fiom 
Heaven. For the Bread of God is 
He Which cometh down from 
Heaven, and giveth Life unto the 
world. 

Then said they unto Him, Lord, 
evermore give us this Bread. 

And Jesus said unto them, I am

Jesus therefore answered and 
said unto them, Murmur not 
among yourselves. 

No man can come to Me, except 
the Father Which hath sent Me 
draw him : and I will raise him 
up at the la«it day. 

It is written in the prophets. 
And they shall be all taught of 
God. Every man therefore that 
hath he£urd, and hath learned of 
the Father, cometh unto Me. 

Not that any man hath seen 
the Father, save He Which is of 
God, He hath seen the Father. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you.

I am that Bread of Life. 

Your others did eat manna in 
the wilderness, and are dead. 
This is the Breiad Which cometh 
down from Heaven, that a man 
may eat thereof, and not die. 

I am the Living Bread Which 
came down from Heaven : if any 
man eat of this Bread, he shall 
live for ever: and the Bread 
That I will give is My Flesh, 
Which I will give for the life of 
the world. 

The Jews therefore strove 
among themselves, saying. How 
can this man give us his flesh to 
eatP 

Then Jesus said unto them, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
Except ye eat the Flesh of the 
Son of man, and drink His Blood, 
ye have no life in you. 

Whoso eateth My Flesh, and 
drinketh My Blood, hath Eternal 
Life ; and I will raise him up at 
the last day. 

For My Flesh is Meat indeed, 
and My Blood is Drink indeed. 

He that eateth My Flesh, and 
drinketh My Blood, dweUeth in 
Me, and I in him. 

As the Living Father hath 
sent Me, and I live by the Father : 
so he that eateth Me, even he 
shall live by Me. 

This is that Bread Which came 
down from Heaven : not as your 
fathers did eat msmna, and are 
dead : he that eateth of this 
Bread shall live for ever. 

These things said He in the 
synagogue, as He taught in 
Capernaum. 

Many therefore of His disciples, 
when they had heard this, said. 
This is an hard saying ; who can 
hear it F 

When Jesus knew in Himself 
that His disciples murmured at 
it, He said unto them. Doth this 
offeud you? What and if ye 
shall see the Son of man a&cQ.\v^ 
up wTiet© "Ha '?roa\«Ssst^^ ^.\»^s^ 
►3 
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the Spirit that quickeneth; the 
Flesh profiteth nothing : the 
words that I speak unto yon, they 
are Spirit, and they are Life. 

S. John X. 1. 

Jesus soMf Verily, verily, I say 
unto you. He that entereth not 
by the door into the sheepfold, 
but climbeth up some other way, 
the same is a thief and a robber. 
But he that entereth in by the 
door is the shepherd of the sheep. 

To him the porter openeth ; and 
the sheep hear his voice : and he 
calleth his own sheep by name, 
and leadeth them out. And when 
he putteth forth his own sheep, 
he goeth before them, and the 
sheep follow him : for they know 
his voice. And a stranger will 
they not follow, but will flee from 
him : for they know not the voice 
of strangers. 

This parable spake Jesus unto 
them : but they understood not 
what things they were which He 
• spake UDto them. 

Then said Jesus unto them 
again. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
I am the door of the sheep. All 
that ever came before Me are 
thieves afid robbers : but the 
sheep did not hear them. 

I am the door : by Me if any 
man enter in, he shall be saved, 
and shall go in aud out, and find 
pasture. 

The thief cometh not, but for 
to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy : I am come that they 
might have Life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly. 

I am the Good Shepherd : the 
Good Shepherd giveth His life 
for the sheep. But he that is an 
hireling, and not the Shepherd, 
whose own the sheep are not, 
seetb the wolf coming, andleaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth : and the 



wolf catcheth them, and scatter- 
eth the sheep. The hireling 
fleoth, because he is an hireling, 
and careth not for the sheep. 

I am the Good Shepherd, and 
know My sheep, and am known 
of Mine. 

As the Father knoweth Me, 
even so know I the Father : and 
I lay down My life for the sheep. 
And other sheep I have, which 
are not of this fold : them also I 
must bring, and they shall hear 
My voice ; and there shall be One 
Fold and One Shepherd. 

Therefore doth My Father love 
Me, because I lay down My life, 
that I might take it again. No 
man taketh it from Me, but I lay 
it down of Myself. I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power 
to take it again. This command- 
ment have I received of My 
Father.

S. John xiv. 1. 

Jesus said to His disciples. Let 
not your heart be troubled : ye 
believe in God, believe also in Me. 

In My Father's House are many 
mansions : if it were not so, I 
would have told you. I go to 
prepare a place for you. And if 
I go and prepare a place for you, 
I will come again, and receive 
you unto Myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also. And 
whither I go ye know, and the 
way ye know. 

Thomas saith unto Him, Lord, 
we know not whither Thou goest ; 
and how can we know the way ? 

Jesus saith unto him, 

I am the Way, the Truth, and 
the Life : no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by Me. If ye 
had known Me, ye should have 
known My Father also : and from 
henceforth ye know Him, and 
have seen Him. 

P\ni\ip E«i^ Tm^ Him, Lord, 
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shew us the Father, and it suffi- 
ceth us. 

Jesus saith unto him, Have I 
been so long time with you, and 
yet hast thou not known Me, 
Philip ? he that hath seen Me 
hath seen the Father ; and how 
sayest thou then, Shew us the 
Father ? Believest thou not that 
I am in the Father, and the 
Father in Me ? the words that I 
speak unto you I speak not of My- 
self : but the Father that dwell- 
eth in Me, He doeth the works. 
Believe Me that I am in the 
Father and the Father in Me : or 
else believe Me for the very 
work's sake. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
He that believeth on Me, the 
works that I do shall he do also ; 
and greater works than these shall 
he do; because I go unl^o My 
Father. 

And whatsoever ye shall ask in 
My Name, that will I do, that 
the Father may be glorified in the 
Son. If ye shall ask anything in 
My Name I will do it. 

S. John xiy. 14. 

Jesus saM to His dAscipleSf If 
ye love Me, keep My command- 
ments. And I will pray the 
Father, and He shall give you 
another Comforter, that He may 
abide with you for ever; Even 
the Spirit of truth; Whom the 
world cannot receive, because it 
seeth Him not, neither knoweth 
Him ; but ye know Him ; for He 
dwelleth with you, and shall be 
in you. 

I will not leave you comfort- 
less : I wiU come to you. 

Yet a little while, and the 
world seeth Me no more ; but ye 
see Me : because I live, ye shall 
live also. 

At that day ye shall know 
that I am in My Father, and ye 
in Me, and I in you. 



He that hath My command- 
ments, and keepeth them, he it 
is that loveth Me : and he that 
loveth Me shall be loved of My 
Father, and I will love him, and 
will manifest Myself to him. 

Judas saith unto Him, not 
Iscariot, Lord, how is it that 
Thou wilt manifest Thyself unto 
us, and not unto the world. 

Jesus answered and said unto 
him. 

If a man love Me, he will keep 
My words : And My Father will 
love him, and We will come unto 
him, and make our abode with 
him. 

He that loveth Me not keepeth 
not My sayings : and the word 
which ye hear is not Mine, but 
the Father's Which sent Me. 

These things have I spoken 
unto you, being yet present with 
you. But the Comforter, which 
is the Holy Ghost, Whom the 
Father will send in My Name, 
He shall teach you all things, 
and bring all things to your re- 
membrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you. 

Peace I leave with you. My. 
peace I give unto you : not as 
the world giveth, give I unto 
you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afi*aid. 

Ye have heard how I said unto 
you, I go away, and come again 
unto you. K ye loved Me, ye 
would rejoice, because I said I 
go unto the Father: for My 
Father is greater than I. 

And now I have told you before 
it come to pass, that when it is 
come to pass, ye might believe. 

Hereafter I will not talk much 
with you : for the prince of this 
world cometh, and hath nothing 
in Me. 

But that the world may know 
that I love the Father; and as 
the Father gave Me command- 
ment, even so I do. Acia^^^a^^iSi 
go Tienc^. 
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S. John XT. 1. 

Jesus saM to His discvples, I am 
the tme vine, and My Father is 
the hnsbandman. 

Every branch in Me that bear- 
eth not finit. He taketh away : 
and every branch that beareth 
fruit He purgeth it, that it may 
bring forth more fruit. 

Now ye are clean through the 
word which I have spoken unto 
you. 

Abide in Me, and I in you. As 
the branch, cannot bear fruit of 
itself, except it abide in the vine ; 
no more can ye, except ye abide 
in Me. 

I am the vine, ye are the 
branches : He that abideth in Me, 
and I in him, the same bringeth 
forth much fruit : for without Me 
ye can do nothing. 

If a man abide not in Me, he is 
cast forth as a branch, and is 
withered ; and men gather them 
and cast them into the fire, and 
they are burned. 

If ye abide in Me, and My 
words abide in you, ye shall ask 
what ye will, and it shall be done 
unto you. 

Herein is My Father glorified, 
that ye bear much firuit ; so shall 
ye be My disciples. 

As the Father hath loved Me, 
so have I loved you : continue ye 
in My love. 

If ye keep My commandments, 
ye shall abide in My love ; even 
as I have kept My Father^s com- 
mandments, and abide in His love. 

These things have I spoken un- 
to you, that My joy might remain 
in you, and that your joy might 
be full. 

This is My commandment. 
That ye love one another, as I 
have loved you. 

Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life

Ye are My friends, if ye do 
whatsoever I command you. 

Henceforth I call you not ser- 
vants; for the servant knoweth 
not what his lord doeth ; but I 
have called you firiends ; for all 
things that I have heard of My 
Father I have made known nnto 
you. 

Ye have not chosen Me, but I 
have chosen you, and ordained 
you, that ye should go and bring 
forth fruit, and that your firuit 
should remain: that whatsoever 
ye shall ask the Father in My 
Name.

But now I go My way to Him 
that sent Me ; and none of you 
asketh Me, Whither goest Thou ? 
But because I have said these 
things unto you, sorrow hath fill- 
ed your heart. 

Nevertheless I tell you the 
truth: It is expedient for you 
that I go away : for if I go not 
away the Comforter will not come 
unto you, but if I depart I will 
send Him unto you. 

And when He is com6. He will 
reprove tYie T^otVi of ain, and of 
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righteousness, and of judgment : 
Of sin, because they believe not 
on Me J Of righteousness, because 
I go to My Father, and ye see Me 
no more ; Of judgment, because 
the prince of this world is 
judged. 

I have yet many things to say 
unto you, but ye cannot bear 
thera now. 

Howbeit when He, the Spirit of 
truth, is come. He will guide you 
into all truth: for He shall not 
speak of Himself ; but whatsoever 
He shall hear that shall He 
speak : and He will shew you 
things to come. 

He shall glorify Me : for He 
shall receive of Mine and shall 
shew it unto you. 

S. John xvi. 16. 

Jesus sodd, A little while, and 
ye shaU not see Me : and again, 
a little while, and ye shall see 
Me, because I go to the Father. 

Then said some of His disciples 
among themselves. What is this 
that He saith unto us, A little 
while and ye shall not see Me : 
and again, a little while, and ye 
shall see Me : and. Because I go 
to the Father ? They said there- 
fore, What is this that He saith, 
A little while? We cannot tell 
what He saith. 

Now Jesus knew that they 
were desirous to ask Him, and 
said unto them. Do ye enquire 
among yourselves of that I said, 
A little while, and ye shall not 
see Me : and again, a little while, 
and ye shall see Me ? Verily, 
verily, I say unto you. That ye 
shall weep and lament, but the 
world shall rejoice : and ye shall 
be sorrowful, but your sorrow 
shall be turned into joy. A 
woman when she is in travail hath 
sorrow, because her hour is come : 
but as soon as she is delivered of 



the child, she remembereth no 
more the anguish, for joy that a 
man is bom into the world. And 
ye now therefore have sorrow; 
but I will see you again, and your 
heart shall rejoice, and your joy 
no man taketh from you. 

And in that day ye shall ask Me 
nothing . Verily, verily I say unto 
you, Whatsoev.er ye shall ask the 
Father in My Name, He will give 
it you. Hitherto have ye asked 
nothing in My Name : ask, and 
ye shall receive, that your joy 
may be full. 

These things have I spoken 
unto you in proverbs : the time 
Cometh when I shall no more 
speak unto you in proverbs : but 
I shall shew you plainly of the 
Father. 

At that day ye shall ask in 
My Name : and I say not unto 
you, that I will pray the Fa- 
ther for you ; for the Father 
Himself loveth you, because ye 
have loved Me, and have believed 
that I came out from God. I 
came forth from the Father, and 
am come into the world : again 
I leave the world, and go to the 
Father. 

His disciples said unto Him, 
Lo, now speakest Thou plainly, 
and spealaest no proverb. Now 
are we sure that Thou knowest 
all things, and needest not that 
any man should ask Thee : by 
this we believe that Thou camest 
forth from God. 

Jesus answered them, Do ye 
now believe ? Behold, the hour 
cometh, yea, is now come, that 
ye shall be scattered every man 
to his own, and shall leave Me 
alone : and yet I am not alone, 
because the Father is with Me. 

These things I have spoken 
unto you, that in Me ye might 
have peace. In the world ye 
shall have tribulation ; but be of 
good cheer, I have overcome the 
world. 
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Note. — The following passages 
selected from the Epistles mouy he 
read as pourt of ov/r last devoUoits 
at rdght, as deeded on page 45 ; 
or at Fa/rmly FroAf&rs before the 
short Evervmg Ofke of Household 
Devotion which folkms.

Romans vi. 2. 

How shall we, that are dead to 
sin, live any longer therein ? 

Know ye not, that so many of 
ns as were baptized into Jesus 
Christ were baptized into His 
death ? Therefore we are buried 
with Him by Baptism into death : 
that like as Christ was raised up 
from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life. 

For if we have been planted 
together in the likeness of His 
death, we shall be also in the 
likeness of His resurrection: 
Knowing this, that our old man 
is crucified with Him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed, 
that henceforth we should not 
serve sin. For he that is dead is 
freed from sin. 

Now if we be dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live 
with Him : Knowing that Christ 
being raised from the dead dieth 
no more; death hath no more 
dominion over Him. For in that 
He died. He died unto sin once : 
but in that He liveth. He liveth 
unto God. 

Likewise reckon ye also your- 
selves to be dead indeed unto sin, 
but alive unto Grod through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

Let not sin therefore reign in 
jronr mortal body, that ye should 



obey it in the lusts thereof. 
Neither yield ye your members 
as instruments of unrighteous- 
ness unto sin : but yield your- 
selves unto Grod, as those that are 
alive from the dead, and your 
members as instruments of right- 
eousness unto Grod. For sin shall 
not have dominion over you : for 
ye are not under the law, but 
under grace. 

Stcmi ®fenfaig. 

Romans zii. 

I beseech you therefore, breth- 
ren, by the mercies of Grod, that 
ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable 
service. And be not conformed 
to this world : but be ye trans- 
formed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what is 
that good, and acceptable, and 
perfect, will of Qod. 

For I say, through the gprace 
g^ven unto me, to every man that 
is among you, not to think of 
himself more highly than he 
ought to think; but to think 
soberly, according as Grod hath 
dealt to every man the measure 
of faith. 

For as we have many members 
in one body, and all members 
have not the same office : So we, 
being many, are One Body in 
Christ, and every one members 
one of another. 

Having then gifts differing ac- 
cording to the grace that is given 
to us, whether prophecy, let us 
prophesy according to the propor- 
tion of faith ; Or ministry, let us 
wait on our ministering : or he 
that toacheth, on teaching ; Or 
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he that exhorteth, on exhortation : 
he that giveth, let him do it with 
simplicity ; he that ruleth, with 
diligence ; he that sheweth mer- 
cy, with cheerfulness. 

Let love be without dissimula- 
tion. Abhor that which is evil ; 
cleave to that which is good. Be 
kindly affectioned one to another 
with brotherly love; in honour 
preferring one another; Not 
slothful in business; fervent in 
spirit ; serving the Lord ; Rejoic- 
ing in hope; patient in tribula- 
tion ; continuinginstant in prayer ; 
Distributing to the necessity of 
saints ; given to hospitality. 

Bless them which persecute 
you : bless, and curse not. Be- 
joice with them that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep. 
Be of the same mind one toward 
another. Mind not high things, 
but condescend to men of low 
estate. Be not wise in your own 
conceits. Recompense to no man 
evil for evil. Provide things 
honest in the sight of all men. 

If it be possible, as much as 
lieth in you, live peaceably with 
all men. 

Dearly beloved, avenge not 
yourselves, but rather give place 
unto wrath; for it is written, 
Vengeance is mine ; I will repay, 
saith the Lord. Therefore if 
thine enemy hunger, feed him; 
if he thirst, give him drink : for 
in so doing thou shalt heap coals 
of fire on his head. Be not over- 
come of evil, but overcome evil 
with good. 

K^b (Kfoning. 

Bomans xiii. 
Let every soul be subject unto 
the higher powers. For there is 
no power but of Grod : the powers 
that be are ordained of God. 
Whosoever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of 
Orod: and they that resist shall 
receive to themselves damnation. 



For rulers are not a terror to 
good works, but to the evil. 
Wilt thou then not be afraid of 
the power? do that which is 
good, and thou shalt have praise 
of the same : For he is the 
minister of Ood to thee for good. 
But if thou do that which is evil, 
be afraid ; for he beareth not the 
sword in vain : for he is the min- 
ister of Grod, a revenger to execute 
wrath upon him that doeth evil. 
Wherefore ye must needs be 
subject, not only for wrath, but 
also for conscience sake. For 
for this cause pay ye tribute also : 
for they are God's ministers, at- 
tending continually upon this 
very thing. 

Bender therefore to all their 
dues : tribute to whom tribute is 
due ; custom to whom custom ; 
fear to whom fear; honour to 
whom honour. 

Owe no man anything, but to 
love one another : for he that 
loveth another hath fulfilled the 
law. For this. Thou shalt not 
commit adultery, Thou shalt not 
kill, Thou shalt not steal. Thou 
shalt not bear false witness. Thou 
shalt not covet ; and if there be 
any other commandment, it is 
briefly comprehended in this 
saying, namely. Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself. Love 
worketh no ill to his neighbour : 
therefore love is the fiilfilling of 
the law. 

And that, knowing the time, 
that now it is high time to awake 
out of sleep : for now is our sal- 
vation nearer than when we 
believed. 

The night is far spent, the day 
is at hand : let us therefore cast 
off the works of darkness, and let 
us put on the armour of light. Let 
us walk honestly, as in the day ; 
not in rioting and drunkenness, 
not in chambering and wanton- 
ness, not in strife and envying. 

But put y^ on ^^"Visst^'^^'SQSk. 
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Christ, and xnaJce not provision for God in your body, and in yonr 
the flesh, to fulfil the lasts thereof, spirit, which are Gk>d's. 



1 Corinthians yi. 9. 

Know ye not that the unright- 
eous shall not inherit the Kingdom 
of Gfod ? Be not deceived : neither 
fornicators, nor idolaters, nor 
adulterers, nor effeminate, nor 
abusers of themselves with man- 
kind, nor thieves, nor covetons, 
nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor 
extortioners, shall inherit the 
kingdom of Ood. And such were 
some of you : but ye are washed, 
bat ye are sanctified, but ye are 
justified, in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, and by the Spirit of our God. 

All things are lawM unto me, 
but all things are not expedient : 
all things are lawful for me, but 
I will not be brought under the 
power of any. Meats for the 
belly, and the belly for meats : 
but God shall destroy both it and 
them. 

Now the body is not for forni- 
cation, but for the Lord ; and the 
Lord for the body. And God 
hath both raised up the Lord, 
and will also raise up us by His 
own power. 

Know ye not that your bodies 
are the members of Christ ? shall 
I then take the members of 
Christ, and make them the 
members of an harlot ? Gk>d for- 
bid. What? know ye not that 
he which is joined to an harlot is 
one body? for two, saith he, 
shall be qne flesh. But he that is 
joined unto the Lord is one spirit. 

Flee fornication. Every sin 
that a man doeth is without the 
body; but he that committeth 
fornication sinneth against his 
own body. What ? know ye not 
that your body is the temple of 
the Holy Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye are 
nob your own P For ye are bought 
fn^b a prioe: therefore glorify 



1 Corinthians xiil. 

Though I speak with the 
tongues of men and of Angels, 
and have not charity, I am beoome 
as sounding brass, or a tinkling 
cymbal. And though I have the 
gift of prophecy, and understand 
all mysteries, and all knowledge ; 
and though I have all feith, bo 
that I could remove mountains, 
and have not charity, I am no- 
thing.' And though I bestow all 
my goods to feed the poor, and 
though I give my body to be 
burned, and have not oharity, it 
profiteth me nothing. 

Charity suffereth long, and v 
kind ; charity envieth not ; charify 
vaunteth not itself, is not pnlM 
up, doth not behave itself un- 
seemly, seeketh not her own, is 
not easily provoked, thinketh no 
evil; rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but rejoiceth in the tmth ; bear- 
eth all things, believeth all things, 
hopeth all things, endnreth all 
thmgs. 

Charity never faileth : but 
whether there be prophecies, they 
shall &il; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease; whe- 
ther there be knowledge, it shall 
vanish away. 

For we know in part, and we 
prophesy in part. But when that 
which is perfect is come, then 
that which is in part shall be 
done away. When I was a child, 
I spake as a child, I understood 
as a child, I thought as a child : 
but when I became a man, I put 
away childish things. For now 
we see through a glass, darkly ; 
but then face to face : now I 
know in part; but then shalll 
know even as-aJso I am known. 

And now abideth Faith, Hope, 
Charity, these three; but the 
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1 CorinfhianB xv. 89. 

Bnt some man will say, how 
are the dead raised up ? and with 
what body do they come ? 

Thou fool, that which thou 
sowest is not qnickened, except 
it die : And that which thou 
sowest, thou sowest not that body 
that shall be, bat bare grain, it 
may chance of wheat, or of some 
other grain : bnt Gbd giveth it a 
body as it hath pleased Him, and 
to every seed his own body. 

All flesh is not the same flesh : 
but there is one kind of flesh of 
men, another flesh of beasts, 
another of fishes, and another of 
birds. There are also celestial 
bodies, and bodies terrestrial; bnt 
the glory of the celestial is one, 
and the glory of the terrestrial is 
another. There is one glory of 
the snn, and another glory of the 
moon, and another glory of the 
stars, for one star ^fereth from 
another star in glory. 

So also is the resurrection of 
the dead. It is sown in corrup- 
tion ; it is raised in incormption : 
it is sown in dishonour; it is 
raised in glory: it is sown in 
weakness ; it is raised in power : 
it is sown a natural body ; it is 
raised a spiritual body. 

There is a natural body, and 
there is a spiritual body. Aiid so 
it is written, The first man Adam 
was made a living soul ; the last 
Adam was made a Quickening 
Spirit. Howbeit that was not 
first which is spiritual, but that 
which is natural ; and afterward 
that which is spiritual. 

The first man is of the earth, 
edrthy : the second Man is the 
Lord from Heaven. As is the 
earthy, such are they also that are 
earthy : and as is the Heavenly, 
such are they also that are Heaven- 
ly. And as we have borne the 
image of the earthy, we shall also 



bear the image of the Heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that 
flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
Kingdom of Gt)d; neither doth 
corruption inherit incormption. 

Behold, I shew you a mystery ; 
We shall not all sleep, but we 
shall all be changed, in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye, at 
the last trump : for the trumpet 
shall sound, and the dead shall 
be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed. For this cor- 
ruptible must put on incormption, 
and this mortal must put on 
immortality. So when this cor- 
ruptible shall have put on incor- 
mption, and this mortal shall 
have put on immortality, then 
shall be brought to pass the say- 
ing that is written. Death is swal- 
lowed up in victory. 

death, where is thy sting ? 
grave where is thy victory P 

The sting of death is sin ; and 
the strength of sin is the law. 
But thanks be to Gbd, which 
giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Therefore my beloved brethren, 
\}e ye stedfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labour is not in vain in the 
Lord.

For which cause we faint not ; 
but though our outward man 
perish, yet the inward man is re- 
newed day by day. 

For our light affliction, which 
is but for a moment, worketh for 
us a far more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory ; While 
we look not at the things wliich 
are seen, but at the things which 
are not seen; for the things 
which are seen are temporal ; 
but the things which are not seen 
areeterxuBii^

EVENING READINGS 



For we know that if our earth- 
ly house of this tabernacle were 
dissolved, we have a building of 
God, an house not made with 
hands, eternal in the Heavens. 

For in this we groan, earnestly 
desiring to be clothed upon with 
our liouse which is from Heaven : 
if so be that being clothed we 
shall not be found xiaked. 

For we that are in this taber- 
nacle do groan, being burdened : 
not for that we would be un- 
clothed, but clothed upon, that 
mortality might be swallowed up 
of life. 

Now He that hath wrought us 
for the self-same thing is Ood, 
Who also hath g^ven unto us the 
earnest of the Spirit. 

Therefore we are always eonfi- 
dent, knowing that, whilst we 
are at hoitie in the body, we are 
absent from the Lord : (for we 
walk by faith, not by sight :) we 
are confident, I say, and wilHng 
rather to be absent from the body, 
and to be present with the Lord. 

Wherefore we labour, that, 
whether present or absent, we 
may be accepted of Him. 

For we must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ ; that 
every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to 
that he hath done, whether it be 
good or bad. 

Galatians v. 18. 

Brethren, ye have been called 
unto liberty ; only use not libei-ty 
for an occasion to the flesh, but 
by love serve one another. For 
idl the law is fulfilled in one word, 
even in this j Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself. But if ye 
bite and devour one another, take 
heed that ye be not consumed one 
of another. 
Thia I say then. Walk in the 
Spirit, and ye shall not falfil tKe 



lust of the flesh. For the flesh 
lasteth against the Spirit, and the 
Spirit against the flesh : and 
these are contrary the one to the 
other : so that ye cannot do the 
things that ye would. But if ye 
be led of the Spirit, ye are not 
under the law. 

Now the works of the flesh are 
manifest, which are these ; Adul- 
tery, fornication, uncleanness, 
lasciviousness, idolatry, witch- 
craft, hatred, variance, emula- 
tions, wrath, strife, seditions, 
heresies, envyings, murders, 
drunkenness, revellings, and such 
like r of the which I tell you be- 
fore, as I have also told you 
in time past, that they which do 
such things shall not inherit the 
Kingdom of God. 

But the fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meek- 
ness, temperance: against such 
there is no law. 

And they that are Christ's have 
crucified the flesh with the affec- 
tions and lusts. 

If we live in the Spirit, let us 
also walk in the Spirit. 

Let us not be desirous of vain 
glory, provoking one another, 
envying one another.

GalaUans vi. 

Brethren, if a man be overtaken 
in a fault, ye which are spiritual, 
restore such an one in the spirit 
of meekness; considering thyself, 
lest thou also be tempted. 

Bear ye one another's burdens^ 
and so fulfil the law of Christ. 

For if a man think himself to 
be something, when he is nothing, 
he deceiveth himself. 

But let every man prov^ his 
own work, and then shall he have 
rejoicing in himself alone, and 
not in another. For every man 
&ha21\>Q«x bia own burden. 
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Let him that is taught in the 
word commnnicate nnto him that 
teacheth in all good things. 

Be not deceived; (Jod is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. 
For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap oormption ; 
bnt he that soweth to the Spirit 
shall of the Spirit reap life ever- 
lasting. 

And let us not be weaiy in 
well doing : for in due season we 
shall reap, if we faint not. 

As we have therefore oppor- 
tnnity, let ns do good nnto all 
men, especially nnto them who 
are of the honsehold of fisbith. 

Ephesians iy. 

I therefore, the prisoner of the 
Lord, beseech you .that ye walk 
worthy of the vocation wherewith 
ye are called, with all lowliness 
and meekness, with longsuflering, 
forbearing one another in love; 
endeavouring to keep the unity of 
the Spirit in the bond of peace. 

There is one Body, and one 
Spirit, even as ye are called in 
one hope of your calling; one 
Lord, one Faith, one Baptism, one 
Ck)d and Father of all, Who is 
above all, and through all, and in 
you all. 

* * * 

This I say therefore, and testify 
in the Lord, that ye henceforth 
walk not as other Gentiles walk, 
in the vanity of their mind, having 
the understanding darkened, 
being alienated from the life of 
God through the ignorance that 
is in them, because of the blind- 
ness of their heart: who being 
past feeling have given themselves 
over unto lasciviousness, to work 
all uncleanness with greediness. 

But ye have not so learned 
Christ i if so be that ye have

heard Him, and have been taught 
by Him, as the truth is in Jesus : 
that ye put off concerning the 
former conversation the old man, 
which is corrupt according to the 
deoeitfhl lusts ; And be renewed 
in the spirit of your mind ; and 
that ye put on the new man, 
which after God is created ia 
righteousness and true holiness. 

Wherefore putting away lying, 
speak every man tath with his 
neighbour : for we are members 
one of another. Be ye angry, 
and sin not : let not the sim go 
down upon your wrath : neither 
give place to the devil. 

Let him that stole steal no 
more : but^rather let him labour, 
working with his hands the thing 
which is good, that he may have 
to give to him that needeth. 

Let no corrupt communication 
proceed out of your mouth, but 
that which is good to the use of 
edifying, that it may minister 
grace unto the hearers. 

And grieve not the holy Spirit 
of God, whereby ye are sealed 
unto the day of redemption. 

Let all bitterness, and wrath, 
and anger, and clamour, and evil 
speaking, be put away from you, 
with all malice : and be ye kind 
one to another, tenderhearted, 
forgiving one another, even as God 
for Chiisf s sake hath forgiven 
you.

Ephesians v. 1. 

Be ye therefore followers of 
Odd, as dear children j and walk 
in love, as Christ also hath loved 
us, and hath given Himself for iid, 
an Offering and a Sacrifice to God 
for a sweet-smelling savour. 

But fornication, and all unclean- 
ness, or covetousness, let it not be 
once named among you, as be- 
cometh saints ; neither filthiness, 
nor foolish ts^&dxi^) \iQt \<»iiC\xN%^ 

3 
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which are not convenient j but 
rather giving of thanks. 

For this ye know, that no 
whoremonger, nor nnclean per- 
son, nor covetons man, who is an 
idolater, hath anj inheritance 
in the Kingdom of Christ and of 
Ood. Let no man deceive you 
with vain words : for because of 
these things oometh the wrath of 
Grod upon the children of disobe- 
dience. Be not ye therefore par- 
takers with them. 

For ye were sometimes dark- 
ness, but now are ye light in the 
Lord : walk as children of light : 
(for the fruit of the Spirit is in 
all goodness and righteousness 
and truth;) proving what is 
acceptable unto the Lord. And 
have no fellowship with the un- 
fruitful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them. For it is a 
shame even to speak of those 
things which are done of them in 
secret. 

But all things that are reproved 
are made manifest by the light : 
for whatsoever doth make mani- 
fest is light. Wherefore he saith. 
Awake thou that sleepest, and 
arise firom the dead, and Christ 
shall give thee light. 

See then that ye walk circum- 
spectly^ not as fools, but as wise, 
redeeming the time, because the 
days are evil. Wherefore be ye 
not unwise, but understanding 
what the wUl of the Lord is. 

And be not dmnk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit; speaking to 
yourselves in psalms and hymns 
and spiritual songs, singing and 
making melody in your heart to 
the Lord ; giving thanks always 
for all things unto God and the 
Father in the Name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ; submitting your- 
selves one to another in the fear 
of God. 



EphesianB vi. 10. 

Finally, my brethren, be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power ^ 
His might. 

Put on the whole armour of 
GK)d, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil. 
For we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, but against principali- 
ties, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiiitual wicked- 
ness in high places. Wherefore 
take unto you the whole armour 
of God, that ye may be able to 
withstajid in the evil day, and 
having done all, to stand. 

Stand therefore, having your 
loins girt about with truth, and 
having on the breastplate of right- 
eousness ; and your feet shod 
with the preparation of the gospel 
of peace ; above all, ta.king the 
shield of faith, wherewith ye 
shall be able to quench all tine 
fiery darts of the wicked. And 
take the helmet of salvation, and 
the sword of the Spirit, which is 
the word of God : 

Praying always with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit, and 
watching thereunto with all per- 
severance and supplication for aU 
saints; and for me, that utter- 
ance may be given unto me, that 
I may open my mouth boldiy, to 
make known the mystery of the 
gospel.

But what things were gain to 
me, those 1 counted loss for 
Christ. 

Yea doubtless, and I count all 
things but loss for the excellency 
of the knowledge of Christ Jesus 
my Lord : for Whom I have snf* 
fered the loss of all things, and 
do count them but dung, that I 
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may win Christ, and be found in 
Him, not having mine own right- 
eousness, which is of the law, but 
that which is through the faith of 
Christ, the righteousness which 
is of God by £uth: that I may 
know Him, and the power of His 
Besurrection, and the fellowship 
of His Sufferings, being made 
conformable unto His Death; if 
by any means I might attain unto 
the resurrection of the dead. 

Not as though I had already 
attained, either were already per- 
fect : but I follow after, if that I 
may apprehend that for which 
alsq I am apprehended of Christ 
Jesus. 

Brethren, I count not myself 
to have apprehended : but this 
one thing I do, forgetting those 
things which are behind, and 
reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus. 

Let us therefore, as many as be 
perfect, be thus minded: and if 
in anything ye be otherwise 
minded, God shall reveal even 
this unto yon. 

Nevertheless, whereto we have 
already attained, let us walk by 
the same rule, let us mind the 
same thing. 

Brethren, be followers together 
of me, and mark them which 
walk so as ye have us for an 
ensample. (For many walk, of 
whom I have told you often, and 
now tell you even weeping, that 
they are the enemies of the cross 
of Christ : whose end is destruc- 
tion, whose God is their belly, 
and whose glory is in their shame, 
who mind earthly things.) For 
our conversation is in Heaven; 
from whence also we look for the 
Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ : 
Who shall change our vile'body, 
that it may be fikshioned like 
unto His glorious Body, according 
t<* 'he working whereby He is able 



even to subdue all things unto 
Himself. 

Therefore, my brethren dearly 
beloved and longed for, my joy 
and crown, so stand fast in the 
Lord, my dearly beloved. 

Bejoice in the Lord alway : 
and again I say, Bejoice. Let 
your moderation be known unto 
all men. The Lord is at hand. 
Be careful for nothing; but in 
every thing by prayer and suppli- 
cation with thajiksgiving let your 
requests be made known unto 
God. And the peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding, 
shall keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus. 

Finally, brethren, whatsoever 
things are tme, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are 
pure, whatsoever things are love- 
ly, whatsoever things are of good 
report : if there be any virtue, 
and if there be any praise, think 
on these things.

Colossians iii. 

If ye then be risen with Christ, 
seek those things which are 
above, where Christ sitteth on 
the right hand of God. Set your 
affection on things above, not on 
things on the earth. For ye are 
dead, and your life is hid with 
Christ in God. When Christ, 
Who is our life, shall appear, 
then shall ye also appear with 
Him in glory. 

Mortify therefore your mem- 
bers which are upon the earth ; 
fornication, uncleanness, inordi- 
nate affection, evil concupiscence, 
and covetousness, which is idol- 
atry : for which things' sake the 
wrath of Grod oometh on the chil- 
dren of disobedience : in the 
which ye also walked some time, 
when ye lived in them. 

But now ye alao -^^^^ q*S. -«^ 
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these; anger, wrath, malice, 
blasphemy, filthy commnnioation 
out of your mouth. 

Lie not one to another, seeing 
that ye have put off the old man 
with his deeds ; and have put on 
the new man, which is renewed 
in knowledge after the image of 
Him that created him : where 
there is neither Greek nor Jew, 
circumcision nor uncircumoision. 
Barbarian, Scythian, bond nor 
free : but Christ is all, and in all. 

Put on therefore, as the elect 
of God, holy and beloved, bowels 
of mercies, kindness, humbleness 
of mind, meekness, longsuffering ; 
forbearing one another, and for- 
giving one another, if any man 
have a quarrel against any : even 
as Christ forgave you, so also 
do ye. 

And above all these things put 
on charity, which is the bond of 



And let the peace of God rule 
in your hearts, to the which also 
ye are called in one body ; and be 
ye thankful. 

Let the word of Christ dwell 
in you richly in all wisdom ; teach- 
ing and admonishing one another 
in psalms and hymns and spiri- 
tual songs, singing with grace in 
your hearts to the Lord. 

And whatsoever ye do in word 
or deed, do all in the Name of the 
Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God 
and the Father by Him.

1 Thessaloniaug iy. IS. 

But I would not have you to 
be ignorant, brethren, concerning 
them which are asleep, that ye 
8orn)w not, even as others which 
have no hope. For if we believe 
that -Jesus died and rose again, 
even so them also which sleep in 
Jesus will God bring with Him. 

For this we say unto you by 
the woj-d of the Lord, that we 



wldoh are alive and remain unto 
the coming of the Lord shall not 
prevent them which are asleep. 

For the Lord Himself shall 
descend from Heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the Arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God : 
and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: Then we which are alive 
and remain shall be oanght up 
together with them in the cloads, 
to meet the Lord in the air : and 
80 shall we ever be with the Lord. 
Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words. 

But of the times and the sea- 
sons, brethren, ye have no need 
that I write unto you. For your- 
selves know perfectly that the 
day of the Lord so cometh as a 
thief in the night. For when 
they shall say, Peace and safety ; 
then sudden destruction cometh 
upon them, as travail upon a 
woman with child ; and they shal 
not escape. 

But ye, brethren, are not in 
darkness, that that day should 
overtake you as a thief. Ye are 
all the children of light, and the 
children of the day : we are not 
of the night, nor of darkness. 
Therefore let us not sleep, as do 
others ; but let us watch and be 
sober : For they that sleep sleep 
in the night; and they that be 
drunken are drunken in the night. 
But let us, who are of the day, be 
sober, putting on the breastplate 
of faith and love ; and for an 
helmet, the hope of salvation. 

For God hath not appointed us 
to wrath, but to obtain salvation 
by our Lord Jesus Christ, Who 
died for us, that, whether we 
wake or sleep, we should live to- 
gether with Him. Wherefore 
comfort yourselves together, and 
edify one another, even as also ye 
do. 

And we beseech you, brethren, 
to know them which labour among 
you, and are over you in the Lord, 
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and admonish yon ; And to es- 
teem them very highly in love 
for their work's sake. And be at 
peace among yourselves. 

Now we exhort you, brethren, 
warn them that are nnmly, com- 
fort the feeble-minded, support 
the weak, be patient toward all 
men. See that none render evil 
for evil unto any man ; but ever 
follow that which is good, both 
among yourselves, and to all men. 
Rejoice evermore. Pray without 
ceasing. In every thing give 
thanks : for this is the ' will of 
God in Christ Jesus concerning 
you. Quench not the Spirit. 
Despise not prophesyings. Prove 
all things ; hold fast that which is 
good. Abstain from all appear- 
ance of evil. 

And the very God of peace 
sanctify yon wholly ; and I pray 
Gk)d your whole spirit and soul 
and body be preserved blameless 
unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Faithful is He That 
calleth you, Who also wiQ do it. 

Hebrews x. 19. 

Having therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the Holiest 
by the Blood of Jesus, By a new 
and living way, which He hath 
consecrated for us, through the 
Veil, that is to say, His flesh; 
And having an High Priest over 
the House of God; let us draw 
near with a true heart in full 
assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil con- 
science, and our bodies washed 
with pure water. 

Let us hold fast the profession 
of our faith without wavering; 
(for He is faithful that promised ;) 
And let us consider one another 
to provoke unto love and to good 
works : not forsaking the assem- 
bling of onrselves together, as 
the manner of some is; but 



exhorting one another : and so 
much the more, as ye see the day 
approaching. 

For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the knowledge 
of the truth, there remaineth no 
more sacrifice for sins, but a 
certain fearful looking for of 
judgment and fiery indignation ^ 
which shall devour the adver- 
saries. He that despised Moses' 
law died without mercy under 
two or three witnesses : of how 
much sorer punishment, suppose 
ye, shall he be thought worthy, 
who hath trodden under foot the 
Son of God, and hath counted 
the Blood of the Covenant, where- 
with He was sanctified, an un- 
holy thing, and hath done despite 
unto the Spirit of grace ? 

For we know Him that hath 
said. Vengeance belongeth unto 
Me, I will recompense, saith the 
Lord. And again. The Lord shall 
judge His people. 

. It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living Gk)d. 

But call to remembrance the 
former days, in which, after ye 
were illuminated, ye endured a 
great fight of afflictions ; partly, 
whilst ye were made a gazing- 
stock both by reproaches and 
afflictions ; and partly, whilst ye 
became companions of them that 
were so used. For ye had com- 
passion of me in my bonds, and 
took joyfully the spoiling of your 
goods, knowing in yourselves 
that ye have in Heaven a better 
and an enduring substance. 

Cast not away therefore your 
confidence, which hath great 
recompence of reward. For y& 
have need of patience, that, after 
ye have done the will of God, ye 
might receive the promise. For 
yet a little while, and He that 
shall come will come, and will 
not tarry. 

Now the just shall live by fiuth : 
but if any iqaiU ^is^^v \^^fS&v "^^^ 
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soul shall have no pleasure in 
him. But we are nofc of them 
who draw back unto perdition; 
but of them that beh'eve to the 
saring of the soul. 

Hebrews xiL 

Wherefore seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin 
which doth so easily beset us, 
and let us run with patience the 
race that is seb before us. Look- 
ing unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith; Who for 
the joy that was set before Him 
endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the 
right hand of the throne of God. 

For consider Him that endured 
such contradiction of sinners 
against Himself, lest ye be 
wearied and faint in your minds. 
Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin. And 
ye have forgotten the exhorta- 
tion which speaketh unto you 
as unto children, My son, despise 
not thou the chastening of the 
Lord, nor faint when thou art 
rebuked of Him ; For whom the 
Lord loveth He chasteneth, and 
scourgeth every son whom He 
receiveth. 

If ye endure chastening, Grod 
dealeth with you as with sons ; 
for what son is he whom the 
father chasteneth not ? But if ye 
be without chastisement, whereof 
all are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons. 

Furthermore we have had 
£a>thers of our flesh which correct- 
ed us, and we gave them reve- 
rence : shall we not much rather 
be in subjection unto the Father 
of spirits, and live ? For they 
verily for a few days chastened 
us after their own pleasure ; but 
He for oar profit, that we might 
bepartakera of His holinesa. 



Now no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous 
but grievous : nevertheless after- 
ward it yieldeth the peaceable 
fruits of righteousness unto them 
which are exercised thereby. 

Wherefore lift np the hands 
which hang down, and the feeble 
knees ; and make straight paths 
for your feet, lest that which is 
lame be turned out of the way ; 
but let it rather be healed. 

Follow peace with all men, 
and holiness, without which no 
man shall see the Lord : Look- 
ing diligently lest any maji fisul of 
the grace of God ; lest any root 
of bitterness springing up trouble 
you, and thereby many be defiled: 
Lest there be any fomicator, or 
profane person, as Esau, who for 
one morsel of meat sold his birth- 
right. For ye know how thai 
afterward, when he would have 
inherited the blessing, he Was le* 
jected : for he found no place d 
repentance, though he sought it 
careftdly with tears. 

For ye are not come unto the 
mount that might be touched, 
and that burned with fire, nor 
unto blackness, and darkness, and 
tempest : and the sound of a 
trumpet, and the voice of words ; 
which voice they that heard en- 
treated that the word should not 
be spoken to them any more: 
(For they could not endure that 
which was commanded, And if so 
much as a beast touch the moun- 
tain, it shall be stoned, or thrust 
through with a dart: and so 
terrible was the sight, that Moses 
said, I exceedingly fear and 
quake :) But ye are come unto 
mount Sion, and unto the City of 
the Living Grod, the heavenly 
Jerusalem, and to an innumerable 
company of Angels, to the gene- 
ral assembly and church, of the 
firstborn, which are written in 
Heaven, and to God the Judge of 
a31, Qiud tA lb» fipirits of just men 
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made perfect, And to Jeans the 
Mediator of the New Covenant, 
and to the Blood of sprinkling, 
that speaketh better things than 
that of Abel. 

See that ye refuse not Him that 
speaketh. For if they escaped 
not who refused Him that spake 
on earth, much more shall not we 
escape, if we turn away from 
Him that speaketh from Hearen : 
Whose voice then shook the earth : 
but now He hath promised, say- 
ing, Yet OBce more I shake not 
the earth only, but also Heaven. 
And this word, Yet once more, 
signifieth the removing of those 
things that are shaken, as of 
things that are made, that those 
things which cannot be shaken 
may remain. 

Wherefore we receiving a king- 
dom which cannot be moved, let 
us have grace, whereby we may 
serve God acceptably with reve- 
rence and j^odly fear. For our 
God is a consuming fire. 

HebcewB ziii. 

Let brotherly love continue. 
Be ye not forgetful to entertain 
strangers : for thereby some have 
entertained angels unawares. Re- 
member them that are in bends, 
as bound with them ; and them 
which suffer adversity, as being 
yourselves also in the body. 

Marriage is honourable in all, 
and the bed undefiled : but whore- 
mongers and adulterers Gbd will 
judge. 

Let your conversation be with- 
out covetousness; and be content 
with such things as ye have : for 
He hath said, I will never leave 
thee, nor forsake thee. So that 
we may boldly say. The Lord is 
my helper, and I will not fear 
what man shall do unto me. 

Bemember them which have 
the rule over you, who have 



spoken unto you the word of 
God: whose faith follow, con- 
sidering the end of their conver- 
sation. 

Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, and to day, and for ever. 
Be not carried about with divers 
and strange doctrines. For it is 
a good thing that the heart be 
established with grace ; not with 
meats, which have not profited 
them that have been occupied 
therein. 

We have an altar, whereof 
they have no right to eat which 
serve the tabernacle. For the bo- 
dies of those beasts, whose blood is 
brought into the sanctuary by the 
high priest for sin, are burned 
without the camp. Wherefore 
Jesus also, that He might sanctify 
the people with His own Blood, 
suff^ed without the gate. 

Let us go forth therefore unto 
Him without the camp, bearing 
His reproach. For here have we 
no continuing city, but we seek 
one to come. 

By Him therefore let us offer 
the sacrifice of praise to Gt)d con- 
tinually, that is, the fruit of our 
lips giving thanks to His Name. 
But to do good and to communi- 
cate forget not: for with such 
sacrifices God is well pleased. 

ObejT them that have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves : 
far they watch for your souls, as 
they that must give account, that 
they may do it with joy, and not 
with grief: for that is unprofit- 
able for you. 

Jfatetcjent^ fibmiitg. 

Jamds i. 12. 

Blessed is the man that en- 
dureth temptation : for when he 
is tried, he shaU receive the crown 
of life, which the Lord hath pro- 
mised to them that love Him. 

Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I ttm. \atk^\a^ <2Sl ^^sA^-. 
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for God cannot be tempted with 
evil, neither tempteth He any 
man. But every man is tempted, 
when he is drawn away of his own 
lust, and enticed. Then when 
lust hath conceived, it bringeth 
forth sin: and sin, when it is 
finished, bringeth forth death. 

Do not err, my beloved breth- 
ren. Every good gift and every 
perfect gift is from above, and 
cometh down from the Father of 
lights, with whom is no variable- 
ness, neither shadow of turning. 

Of His own will begat He ns 
with the word of truth, that wo 
should be a kind of firstfrnits of 
His creatures. 

Wherefore, my beloved breth- 
ren, let every man be swift to 
hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath : 
for the wrath of man worketh 
not the righteousness of Grod. 

Wherefore lay apart all 
filthiness and supei^uity of 
naughtiness, and receive with 
meekness the engrafted word, 
which is able to save your souls. 

But be ye doers of the word, 
and not hearers only, deceiving 
your own selves. For if any be 
a hearer of the word, and not a 
doer, he is like unto a man 
beholding his natural face in a 
glass : for he beholdeth himself, 
and goeth his way, and straight- 
way forgetteth what maniler of 
man he was. But whoso looketh 
into the perfect law of liberty, 
and oontinueth therein, he being 
not a forgetful hearer, but a doer 
of the work, this man shall be 
blessed in his deed. 

If any man among you seem to 
be religious, and bridileth not his 
tongue, but deceiveth his own 
heart, this man's religion is vain. 

Pure religion, and undefiled 
before Grod and the Father is 
this, to visit the fatherless and 
widows in their afiOiction, and to 
keep himaelf unspotted from the 
world. 



James 11. 14. 

What doth it profit, my breth- 
ren, though a man say he hath 
faith, and have not works? can 
faith save him ? 

If a brother or sister be naked, 
and destitute of daily food. And 
one of you say unto them, Depart 
in ^ace, be ye warmed and filled ; 
notwithstanding ye give them 
not those things which are need- 
ful to the body; what doth it 
profit ? Even so faith, if it hath 
not works, is dead, being alone. 

Tea, a man may say, Thon hast 
faith, and I have works : shew 
me thy faith without thy woiks, 
and I will shew thee my faith hj 
my works. 

Thou believest that there is one 
Grod ; thou doest well : the derib 
also believe, and tremble. 

But wilt thou know, O vain man, 
that faith without works is dead^ 

Was not Abraham onr fieither 
justified by works, when lie had 
offered Isaac his son upon the 
altar? Seest thou how faith 
wrought with his works, and by 
wo£ks was faith made perfect? 
And the Scripture was ftilfilled 
which saith, Abraham believed 
Gk)d, and it was imputed unto 
him for righteousness : and he 
was called the friend of God. Ye 
see then how that by works a man 
is justified, and not by faith only. 

Likewise also was not Bahab 
the harlot justified by works, 
when she had received the mes- 
sengers, and had sent them out 
another W&y ? 

For as the body without the 
spirit is dead, so fisdth without 
works is dead also.

My brethren, be not many 
TQAfiX^t^, Vsvo^^^ that we shall 
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receive the greater condemna- 
tion. 

For in many things we offend 
all. If any man offend not in 
word, the same is a perfect man, 
and able also to bridle the whole 
body. 

Behold, we put bits in the 
horses* months, that they may 
obey ns j and we turn about their 
whole body. Behold also the 
ships, which though they be so 
great, and are driven of fierce 
winds, yet are they turned about 
with a very small helm, whither- 
soever the governor listeth. 
Even so the tongue is a little 
member, and boasteth great 
things. 

Behold, how great a matter a 
little fire kindleth! And the 
tongue is a fire, a world of iniqui- 
ty : so is the tongue among our 
members, that it defileth the 
whole body, and setteth on fire 
the course of nature ; ajid it is 
set on fire of hell. For every 
kind of beasts, and of birds, and 
of serpents, and of things in the 
sea, is tamed, and hath been 
tamed of mankind.

Can the 
fig tree, my brethren, bear olive 
berries ? either a vine, figs ? so 
can no fountain both yield salt 
water and fresh. 

Who is a wise man and endued 
with knowledge among you ? let 
him shew out of a good conver- 
sation his works with meekness 
of wisdom. But if ye have bitter 
envying and strife in your hearts. 



glory not, and lie not against the 
truth. 

This wisdom descendeth not 
from above, but is earthly, sensual, 
devilish. For where envyiag 
and strife is, there is confusion 
and every evil work. 

But the wisdom that is from 
above is first pure, then peaceable, 
gentle, and easy to be intreated, 
full of mercy and good fruits, 
without partiality, and without 
hypocrisy. And the fruit of 
righteousness is sown in peace of 
them that make peace.

From whence come wars and 
fightings among you ? come they 
not hence, even of your lusts that 
war in your members ? 

Ye lust, and have not : ye kill, 
and desire to have, and cannot 
obtain : ye fight and war, yet ye 
have not, because ye ask not. 

Ye ask, and receive not, 
because ye ask amiss, that ye 
may consume it upon your lusts. 
Ye adulterers and adulteresses, 
know ye not that the friendship 
of the world is enmity with Grod ? 
whosoever therefore will be a 
friend of the world is the enemy 
of God. 

Do ye think that the Scripture 
saith in vain. The spirit that 
dwelleth in us lusteth to envy ? 

But He giveth more gi-ace. 
Wherefore He saith, God resisteth 
the proud, but giveth grace unto 
the humble. 

Submit yourselves therefore to 
God. Besist the devil and he 
will flee from you. Draw nigh 
to God, and He will draw nigh to 
you. Cleanse your hands, ye 
sinners ; and purify your hearts, 
ye double minded. Be afflicted, 
and mourn, and weep : let your 
laughter be turned to nvwix^caiwii,^ 
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ble yourselves in the sight of the 
Lord, and He shall lift yon np. 

Speak not evil one of another, 
brethren. He that speaketh evil 
of his brother, and jndgeth his 
brother, speaketh evil of the law, 
and judgeth the law : but if thou 
judge the law, thou art not a 
doer of the law, but a judge. 
There is one lawgiver, who is 
able to save and to destroy : who 
art thou that judgest another ? 

Go to now, ye that say. To-day 
or to-morrow we will go into such 
a city and continue there a year, 
and buy and sell, and get gain : 
Whereas ye know not what shall 
be on the morrow. For what is 
your life ? It is even a vapour, 
that appeareth for a little time, 
and then vanisheth away. For 
that ye ought to say, If the Lord 
will, we shall live, and do this, or 
that. But no^ ye rejoice in your 
boastings : all such rejoicing is 
evil. 

Therefore to him that knoweth 
to do good, and doeth it not, to 
him it is sin.

Brethren, if any of yon do err 
from the truth, and one convert 
him; let him ^ow, that he which 
converteth the sinner fr^m the 
error of his way shall save a 
sonl frt>m death, and shall hide a 
mnltitnde of edns.

Gird up the loins of yonr mind, 
be sober, and hope to the end for 
the grace that is to be brought 
unto you at the Bevelation of 
Jesus Christ : As obedient chil- 
dren, not fashioning yourselves 
according to the former lusts in 
your ignorance: But as He 
Which hath called you is holy, so 
be ye holy in all manner of con- 
versation ; because it is written, 
Be ye holy j for I am holy. 

And if ye call on the Father, 
Who without respect of persons 
judgeth according to every man's 
work, pass the time of your so- 
journing here in fear : Forasmuch 
ae ye Imow that ye were not re- 
deemed with corruptible things, 
as silver and gold, firom your vain 
(sonversation-received by tradition 
frY>m your fathers ; but with the

liveth and abideth for ever. For 
all flesh is as grass, and all the 
glory of man as the flower of 
grass. The grass withereth, and 
the flower thereof falleth away : 
but the Word of the Lord endureth 
for ever. And this is the Word 
which by the Gospel is preached 
unto you.

Wherefore laying aside all 
malice, and all guile, and hypo- 
crisies, and envies, and all evil 
speakings, as newborn babes 
desire the sincere milk of the 
Word, that ye may grow thereby :

To Whom 
coming, as unto a living stone, 
disallowed indeed of men, but 
Chosen of God, and precious, ye 
also, as lively stones, are built 
up a spiritual house, an holy 
Priesthood, to offer up spiritusJ 
sacrifices, acceptable to God by 
Jesus Christ.

Qod : which had not obtained 
mercy, but now have obtained 
mercy. 

Dearly beloved, I beseech yon 
as strangers and pilgrims, abstain 
from fleshly Insts, which war 
against the soul; having your 
conversation honest among the 
Gentiles; that, whereas they 
speak against you as evildoers, 
they may by your good works, 
which they shall behold, glorify 
Grod in the day of visitation. 

Submit yourselves to every 
ordinance of man for the Lord's 
sake : whether it be to the King 
as supreme, or unto governors, 
as unto them that are sent by 
him for the punishment of evil- 
doers, and for the praise of them 
that do well. For so is the will 
of God, that with well doing ye 
may put to silence the ignorance 
of foolish men. As free, and not 
using your liberty for a cloke of 
maliciousness, but as the servants 
of God- Honour all men.

^^'"ia^y» be ye all of one mind, 
having compassioD one of another, 
love as brethren, be pitiful, be 
courteous : not rendering evil for 
evil, or railing for railing : but 
contrariwise blessing ; knowing 
that ye are thereunto called, that 
ye should inherit a blessing. For 
he that will love life, and see 
good days, let him refrain his 
tongue from evil, and his lips that 
they speak no guile : let him 
eschew evil, and do good ; let him 
seek peace, and ensue it.

For it is better, if the ivill d 
God be so, that ye suffer for iPdH 
doing, than for evil doing, lor 
Christ also hath onoe suffered fir 
sins, the Just for the uziiust^tW 
He might bring us to GJod, Iffg 
put to death in the fledi»\H^ 
quickened by the Spirit: By 
which also He went and prooohnii 
muto the spirits in prison ; wkaA 
sometime were disobedient, when 
once the longsnffering of God 
waited in the days of Noah, 
while the ark was a preparing} 
wherein few, that is, eight soi^ 
were saved by water. The like 
figure whereunto even Baptism 
doth also now save us (not the 
putting away of the filth of the 
flesh, but the answer of a good 
conscience toward Gk>d) by the 
resurrection of Jesus Ghnst : Who 
is gone into Heaven, aud is on 
the Bight Hand of God ; Angels 
and authorities and powers bSng 
made subject unto Him.

1 S. Peter 4. 

Forasmuch then as Christ hath 
suffered for us in the flesh, arm 
yourselves likewise with the same 
xDond: for he that hath suffered 
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in the flesh hath ceased fi:t>in sin, 
that he no longer should live the 
rest of his time in the flesh to the 
Insts of men, bat to the wiU of 
God. 

For the time past of our life 
• may suffice ns to hare wrought 
the will of the Gtentiles, when we 
walked in lasciviousness, lusts, 
excess of wine, reveUings, ban- 
quetings, and abominable idol- 
atries : wherein they think it 
strange that ye run not with them 
to the same excess of riot, speak- 
ing evil of you : who shall give 
account to Him That is ready to 
judge the quick and the dead. 

For for this cause was the 
Gospel preached also to them that 
are dead, that they might be 
judged according to men in the 
flesh, but live according to God 
in the spirit. 

But the end of all things is at 
hand : be ye therefore sober, and 
watch unto prayer. 

And above all things have fer- 
vent charity among yourselves : 
for charity sliall cover the multi- 
tude of sins. Use hospitality one 
to another without grudging. A a 
every man hath received the gift, 
even so minister the same one to 
another, as good stewards of the 
manifold grace of Gt)d. If any 
man speak, let him speak as the 
oracles of God ; if any man min- 
ister, let him do it as of the ability 
which God giveth : that God in 
all things may be glorified through 
Jesus Christ, to Whom be praise 
and dominion for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

Beloved, think it not strange 
concerning the fiery trial which is 
to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you : but 
rqjoioe, inasmuch as ye are par- 
takers of Christ's sufferings ; 
that, when His Glory shall be 
revealed, ye may be glad also 
with exceeding joy. 

If ye be reproached for the 
B 



Name of Christ, happy are ye ; 
for the spirit of glory and of Qod 
resteth upon you : on their part 
He is evil spoken of, but on your 
part He is glorified. But let none 
of you suffer as a murderer, or as 
a thief, or as an evildoer, or 'as a 
busybody in other men's matters. 
Tet if any man suffer as a Chris- 
tiau, let him not be ashamed; 
but let him glorify God on this 
behalf. 

For the time is come that 
judgment must begin at the House 
of God : and if it first begin at 
us, what shall the end be of them 
that obey not the Gospel of (Jod ? 
And if the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shall the ungodly 
and the sinner appear ? 

Wherefore let them that suffer 
according to the Will of Qod 
commit the keeping of their souls 
to Him in well doing, as unto a 
faithful Creator.

Which we have seen with our 
eyes. Which we have looked upon, 
and our hands have handled, of 
the Word of Life ; (For the Life 
was manifested, and we have seen 
It, and bear witness, and shew 
unto you that Eternal Life, 
Which was with' the Father, and 
was manifested unto us ;) That 
which we have seen and heard 
declare we unto you, that ye also 
may have fellowship with us :

If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us. If we confess 
our sins, He is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, Emd to 
cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness. If we say that we have not 
sinned, we make Him a liar, and 
His word is not in us. 

My little children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin not. 
And if any man sin, we have an 
Advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the Righteous.

for the sins of the whole world. 

And hereby we do know that 
we know Him, if we keep His 
Commandments.

Love not the world, neither the 
things that are in the world.

For 
all that is in the world, the Inst 
of the flesh, and the lust of the 
eyes, and the pride of life, is not 
of the Father, but is of the wcnM. 
And the world passeth «9tvf, 
and the lust thereof : but he that 
doeth the Will of God abideth ftv 
ever.

Behold, what manner of lore 
the Father hath bestowed iqxm 
us, that we should be called the 
Sons of God : therefore the world 
knoweth us not, because it knew 
Him not. 

Beloved, now are we the Sons 
of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be : bat we Imow 
that, when He shall appear, we 
shall be like Him ; for we diaO 
see Him as He is. And every man 
that hath this hope in Him pari* 
&eA^\miAi^) e^roiL as He im pure. 
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Whosoever committeth ein 
transgresseth also the law : for 
sin is the transgression of the 
law. And ye know that He was 
manifested to take away onr sins ; 
and in Him is i^o sin. 

Whosoever atideth in Him sin- 
neth not : whosoever sinneth 
hath not seen Him, neither known 
Him. 

Little children, let no man de- 
ceive you : he that doeth right- 
eoosnees is righteous, even as He 
is righteous. He that committeth 
sin is of the Devil ; for the Devil 
sinneth from the beginning. For 
this purpose the Son of God was 
manifested, that He might destroy 
the works of the Devil. Whoso- 
ever is bom of God doth not com- 
mit sin ; for His seed remaineth 
in him : and he cannot sin be- 
cause he is bom of God. In this 
the Children of God are manifest, 
and the children of the Devil :

For this is the message that ye 
heard from the beginning, that 
we should love one another.

Marvel not, my brethren, if the 
world hate you. 

We know that we have passed 
from death unto Life, because we 
love the brethren.

Whosoever hateth his brother 
is a murderer : and ye know that 
no murderer hath Eternal Life 
abiding in him. 

Hereby perceive we the love 
of God, because He laid down His 
Life for us : and we ought to lay 
down our lives for the brethren.

Beloved, believe not every 
spirit, but try the spirits whether 
they are of God : because many 
false prophets are gone out into 
the world. 

Hereby know ye the Spirit of 
God : every spirit that confesseth 
that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh is of God : and every spirit 
that confesseth not that Jesus 
Christ is come in the flesh is not 
of God : and this is that spirit 
of Antichrist, whereof ye have 
heard that it should come; and 
even now already is it in the 
world. 

Ye are of God, little children, 
and have overcome them : because 
greater is He that is in you, than 
he that is in the world. They 
are of the world : therefore speak 
ihey of tba 'vroxVi^ wA >25«k^Q^s^ 
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heareth them. We are of Gk)d : 
he that knoweth God heareth us ; 
he that is not of God heareth not 
ns. Hereby know we the spirit 
of truth, and the spirit of error. 

Beloved, let us love one another: 
for love is of God ; and every one 
that loveth is bom of God, and 
knoweth God. He that loveth 
not knoweth not Gbd ; for G^d is 
love. In this was manifested the 
love of God toward us, because 
■that God sent His Only Begotten 
Son into the world, that we 
might live through Him. Herein 
is love, not that we loved God, 
but that He loved us, and sent 
His Son to be the propitiation for 
our sins. Beloved, if God so 
loved us, we ought also to love 
one another. . 

No man hath seen Grod at any 
time. If we love one another, 
Grod dwelleth in us, and His love 
is perfected in us. Hereby know 
we that we dwell in Him, and He 
in us, because He hath given us 
of His Spirit. And we have seen 
and do testify that the Father 
sent the Son to be the Saviour of 
the world. 

Whosoever shall confess that 
Jesus is the Son of God, God 
dwelleth in him, and he in God. 

And we have known and be- 
lieved the love that God hath to 
us.

And this commandment have 
we from Him, That he who loveth 
Gk>d love his brother also.

1 S. John, V. 

Whosoever believeth that Jesus 
is the Christ is bom of Gk>d : and 
every one that loveth Him that 
begat loveth him also that is be- 
gotten of Him. 

By this we know that we love 
the children of God, when we 
love God, and keep His Command- 
ments. For this is the love of 
God, that we keep His Command- 
ments : and His Commandments 
are not grievous. For whatso- 
ever is bom of God overoometh 
the world : and this is the victoiy 
that overcometh the world, even 
our faith. Who is he that over 
oometh the world, but He that be- 
lieveth that Jesus is the Son d 
God? 

This is He that came by Water 
and Blood, even Jeans Christ: 
not by water only, but by Water 
and Blood. And it is the Spirit 
that beareth witness, becanse the 
Spirit is truth. For there are 
Three that bear record in Heaven, 
the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost : and these Three are 
One. And there are three that 
bear witness in earth, the Spirit, 
and the Water, and the Blood: 
and thoHO three agree ii^ one. If 
we receive the witness of men, 
the witness of God is greater: 
for this is the witness of Glod 
which He hath testified of His 
Son. 

He that believeth on the Son 
of God hath the witness in him- 
self : he that believeth not Crod 
hath made Him a liar ; because 
he believeth not the record that 
God gave of His Son.

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in His Son. He that hath the 
Son hath Life ; and he that hath 
not the Son of God hath not Life. 

These things have I written 
unto you that believe on the 
Name of the Son of Gk>d ; that 
ye may know that ye have 
Eternal Life, and that ye may 
believe on the Name of the Son 
of God. 

And this is the confidence that 
we have in him, that if we ask 
anything according to His will, 
He heareth ns : and if we know 
that He hear ns, whatsoever we 
ask, we know that we have the 
petitions that we desired of Him. 

If any man see his bi-other sin 
a sin which is not nnto death, he 
shall ask, and He shall give him 
life for them that sin not unto 
death. There is a sin nnto 



death : I do not say that he 
shall pray for it. 

All unrighteousness is sin : and 
there i» a sin not unto death. 

We know that whosoever is 
bom of Qod sinneth not j but he 
that is begotten of God keepeth 
himself, and that Wicked One 
toucheth him not. 

And we know that we are of 
God, and the whole world lieth in 
wickedness. 

And we know that the Son of 
God is come, and hath given us 
an understanding, that we may 
know Him That is true, and we 
are in Him That is true, even in 
His Son Jesus Christ. THIS IS 
THE TRUE GOD, AND ETEE- 
NALLIFE. Little children, keep 
yourselves from idols. Amen. 
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Every ChrisUanHoiisehold ougJit 
tote a Qhwrch m miniature. The 
ties of Family a/re ordmned of Gody 
and should he consecrated to Him 
by the regula/r collective worship 
of the Fcmdly, condAicted, in the 
absence of a Priest^ hy its Head. 
In the houses of Clergymen^ cmd 
elsewheref when possible, it is well 
to h(we a room set a^a/rt for the 
pv/rpose, simply fu/rwished in such 
a mamner as to indicate its appro- 
priation to holy tLses. An oblong 
room is best, with a Prayer Desk, 
at which the Reader may kneel 
facing the end wall or vnndow 
fwrthest awa/y from the door. The 
congregation should rannge them- 
selves down the two sides of the 
room, with their ba^ks to the wall, 
and, without twming round, kneel 
down in that position, so as still 
to face each other. The mdles cmd 
females moAf take opposite sides, or 
the famvily one side cmd the ser- 
vcmts the other. Chairs, er long 
benches, may be placed along, cmd 
close to, the side walls. But if the 
room be na/rrow tMs is not neces- 
sary, as those assemble^mcuy stand 
during the soAfing of the Psalms 
or the readi/ng of the Lesson. 

With regard to the Pranfers to 
be used, the Editor would give the 
following recomAnendations : — 

I. In cases where attendance at 
the dmh) Chwrch Service is out of 
the qv^estion, io use cls much of the 
daily Matins and Evensong of the 
ProAjer-Book as ma/y be possible. 
It is the greatest possible frvistake 
to suppose that famiilMvrity with 
them, from constant private or 
hou^sehold i*se, lessens ihevr value, 
or our reverent appreciation of 
them, as Public OfUces of the 



Clvwrch. All experience proves 
the contrary. Indeed it were most 
earnestly to be desired that they 
were really *famiUar in our mouths 
as household words.* For use in 
fcumiUes they would of course be 
shortened. This mxvy be done in 
the follov3vng woajs. 

(a) Begin with the Lord^s Pray- 
er, (except in the Evening, when 
the Confession may be saAd) ; 
omit the Canticles and the first 
Lesson; after the Third Colled 
soA), in the Morning, only the Prcuy- 
ers * For the Clergy and People,* 
and * For all Conditions,* and in 
the Evemng, only the * General 
Thanksgiving ; * concluding unth 
* The grace of our Lord,* ^c. This 
unll not take more than a quarter 
of an hour. 

(b) The Daily Services may be 
still further shortened by soAfing 
the Creed only once, either Morning 
or Evening, cmd concluding after 
the Third Collect. 

(c) On Wednesdays Sf FridoA/s, 
after the Psalms and Lesson, the 
Litarvy might be said instead of 
the Daily PraAj&rs. 

II. On SundoAjs, and whenso- 
ever attendance at the public Ser- 
vice is possible, it is undesirable to 
hoAje at home a form of ProAjer mi- 
vohring repetition in the case of 
those members of the Household 
who ma/y be oMe to go to Chwrch. 
We moAj then adopt either of the 
two foUoujing forms of daily Prayer 
for a Household, of which the first 
is abridged from the Offices pre- 
scribed in the ancient English Use 
of Salisbury for iise at morning 
and night, and the second from 
those given in Americcm Book ot 
CommouPTOAjefr. 
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% First, according to discretion 
and ojyportvm,ityj may he sadd 
the Hymn and Psalms of th^ 
day or Season, (for which see 
page 7, ^c.) the Reader first 
siftvtvng the page on which the 
Hyrrm will he fov/ad. 

^ Next the Lesson for the day of the 
month shall he read, from the 
preced/ing short Lessons selected 
from th^ HoVy Gospels, (page 
145) except on Sv/ndays or Fes- 
UvalSy when the Gospel of the 
day shall he read. 

% After that, the Apostles* Creed 
may he said, all sicmding. 
% Then the Reader shall swy : 
The Lord be with you. 
AihSfwer. And with thy spirit. 

Beoder. Let us pray. 
Lord, have mercy upon us. 
Charist, have mercy upon us. 
Lord, have mercy upon us. 
Our Father, Which art in Hea- 
ven, Hallowed be Thy Name. 

Thy Kingdom come. Thy Will be 

done in earth, as it is in Heaven. 

Give us this day our daily bread. 

And forgrive us our trespasses, as 

we forgive them that trespass 

against us. And lead us not into 

temptation ; But deliver us from 

evil. Am^n.

near the proper hours as may U. 

Next, we ought, in the frfA 6fr 
gvnmngs of more than ordinarf 
sickness, to inform owr ClergfKm 
of our condition, that we may hmt 
the benefit of his advice omdpnf 
ers and spiritual mtnistrotioM, 
and manf request through himt 
share in the public Intereetnm 
offered in the Church /or oBttrf 
are afflicted in mind, body, tf 
estaie. 

We ought not to aUow ttt 
tha/n a month to elapte wiM 
our receiving the Holy Comm0^ 
which our Pariah Priest tS> 
gladly administer to us inpm^ 
at regular vntervals, so long ai«f 
are debarred from the PuhUc lfo^ 
ship of the Church.

Now is the time in which we 
are to choose where and what we 
are to be to all eternity ; there is 
therefore no time to be lost to 
make this choice. 

Death is inevitable; the time 
uncertain ; the judgment which 
follows without appeal ; and fol- 
lowed by an eternity of happiness 
or misery. 

If we consider death as the 
night of that day which is given 
us to work in, in which to work 
out our salvation ; and that when 
the night is come, no man can 
work ; how firightful must death 
be to such as are not prepared 
for it! And if we consider it 
as the beginning of eternity, it is 
still more dreadful. 

The sting of death is sin; 
therefore, an holy life is the only 
cure for the fear of death. We 
ought to fear sin more than 
death, because death cannot hurt 
us but by sin. 

As Christianity alone can take 
from us the love of life, so it alone 
can free us from the fear of 
death. 

A person whose life is full of 
good works, whose heart is de- 
voted to God, whose faith and 
hope are pure and sincere, will 
never be surprised by death. 

If we desire that our death 
should, like that of Jesus Christ, 
be a sacrifice of love and obedi- 
ence, we must take care to make 
our life so too. 



Happy that soul which death 
finds rich, not in gold, furniture, 
learning, reputation, or barren 
purposes and desires, but in good 
works. 

It is purely for want of faith 
that we tremble at the approach 
of our Deliverer j which is to 
destroy in us the reign of sin, 
and instate us in that of glory. 

A Christian should not look 
upon death with anxiety, but 
with the satisfaction of a good 
servant who waits with impati- 
ence for his Master's return, in 
hopes of being approved of. 

Let us resign up ourselves to 
God as to the time and the 
manner in which it shall please 
Him to bring our lives to an end, 
praying only that it may be to 
His Glory, and our salvation. 

may the constant expectation 
of that happy day, and a faith 
and hope full of immortality, 
sweeten all the troubles of this 
mortal life I 

What a wise man then when he 
comes to die would wish he had 
done, that he ought to do forth- 
with, for death is ever at hand, 
and the consequences of a sur- 
prise most dreadful. 

He will then wish, if he has 
not done it, with all his soul : 

1. That he had made a just 
and Christian settlement of his 
worldly concerns ; so as not to 
be distracted with the cares of 
this world, when all his thoughts 
should be upon another. 

2 That he had made his peace 
with God by a timely repentance. 

3. That he had faithfully lived 
to God's glory in discharging the 
duties of his calling. 

4. That he had weaned his 
affections from things temporal, 
and loosened the ties which fas- 
ten us to the world. 

6. That, to this end, he had 
crucified the flesh with its affeo- 
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tions and lusts ; so that, bein^ 
weary of this life, he might be 
more desirous of a better. 

6. That by acts of justice, 
mercy, charity, and alms, he may 
be entitled to the mercy of Gt)d 
when he will stand most in need 
of it, in the hour of death, and at 
the Day of Judgment. 

7. That he had got such habits 
of patience and resignation to 
the Will of Grod, during his health, 
as may render Deatli with all the 
train of miseries leading to it, 
less frightful and amazing. 

8. That by a constant practice 
of devotion preparatory to death, 
he had learned what to pray for, 
what to hope for, what to depend 
on, in his last sickness.

May Almighty God, Who alone 
can do it, effectually convince me 
of the vanity of all that is desirable 
in this present life, that I may not, 
like an unbeliever, look for happi- 
ness here.

He 
that eateth My Flesh and drink- 
eth My Blood dwelleth in Me, 
and I in him. As the Living 
Father hath sent Me and I live 
by the Father, so he that eateth 
Me even he shall live by Me. 
This is that Bread which came 
down from Heaven, he that eat- 
eth of this Bread shall live for 
ever." 

<< I am come a Light unto the 
world, that whosoever believeth 
on Me should not abide in dark- 
ness." 

" Come unto Me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will refresh you." 



"Him that cometh unto Me 
I will in no wise cast out." 

" Let not your heart be troub- 
led : ye believe in God, believe 
also in Me. In My Father's 
House are many mansions. I go 
to prepare a place for you. And 
I will come again, and receive 
you unto Myself, that where I am 
ye may be also." 

" Because I live, ye shall live 
also." 

"Peace I leave with you. My 
peace I give unto you : not as the 
world giveth give I unto you. 
Let not your heart be troubled 
neither let it be afraid." 

" As My Father hath loved Me, 
so have I loved you." 

" Your sorrow shall be turned 
into joy. Ye now have sorrow, 
but I will see you again, and your 
heart shall rejoice, and your joy 
no man taketh from you." 

" The Father Himself loveth 
you, because ye have loved Me, 
and have believed that I came out 
from God." 

Jbsus prayed for us, and said 
" Father, I will that they whom 
Thou hast given Me, be with Me, 
where I am : that they may be- 
hold My glory, which Thou hast 
given Me : for Thou lovedst Me 
before the foundation of the 
worid." 

** Through His Name, whoso- 
ever believeth in Him shall receive 
remission of sins." 

"Through Him is preached 
unto us forgiveness of sins, and 
by Him all that believe are justi- 
fied from all things." 

"Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou sh&It be saved." 
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" We are justified fireely by His 
grace, through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus ; Whom 
God hath set forth to be a Propi- 
tiation through faith in His Blood, 
to declare His righteousness for 
the remission of sins that are past, 
through the forbearance of God j 
that God might be just, and the 
justifier of him which believeth in 
Jesus." 

"Being justified by faith we 
have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ." 

" Grod commendeth His love to- 
ward us, in that, while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us. 
Much more then being now justi- 
fied by His Blood, we shsdl be 
saved from wrath through Him. 

" For if, when we were enemies, 
we were reconciled to Grod by the 
Death of His Son, much more, 
being reconciled, we shall be 
saved by His Life. And not only 
so, but we also joy in God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, by Whom 
we have now received the atone- 
ment."

** He hath made us accepted in 
the Beloved, in Whom we have 
redemption through His Blood, 
the forgiveness of sins, according 
to the riches of His grace." 

«< In Christ Jesua we who were 



sometime far off are made nigh 
by the Blood of Christ. For He 
is our Peace." 

" He is made unto us wisdom 
and righteousness and sanotifica- 
tion and redemption." | 

" We look for the Saviour, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, Who shall 
change our vile body,' that it may 
be fashioned like unto His glori- 
ous Body, according to the mighty 
working whereby He is able even 
to subdue all things onto Him- 
self." 

Let us give thanks ** unto the 
Father, Who hath made ns meet 
to be partakers of the inheritance 
of the Saints in light ; Who hath 
delivered us from the power of 
Darkness, and hath translated ns 
into the Eangdom of £Us Dear 
Son, in Whom we have redemption 
through His Blood, even the for* 
giveness of sins." 

" Our life is hid with Christ in 
God. When Christ, Who is our 
Life, shall appear, then shall we 
also appear with Him in Gloiy." 

*'We wait for His Son from 
Heaven, Whom He raised from 
the dead, event Jesus, Who de- 
livered ns from the wrath to 
come." 

" Grod hath not appointed ns to 
wi*ath, but to obtain salvation by 
our Lord Jesus Christ, Who died 
for us, that, whether we wake or 
sleep, we should live tog^her 
with Him." 

" This is a faithfril saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners." 

" Our Saviour Jesus Christ 
hath abolished death, and brougkt 
life and immortality to light 
through the Gospel." 

"It is a faithfril saying. For 
if we be dead with Him, we shall 
also live with Him : if we suffer 
we shall also reign with Him." 

Jesus, by the grace of God, did 
" taste death for every maiii« 
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For it became Him, for Whom 
are all things and by Whom are 
all things, in bringing many sons 
nnto glory, to ma^e the Captain 
of their salvation perfect through 
sufferings. For both He that 
sanctifieth and they who are 
sanctified are all of one : for 
which cause He is not ashamed 
to call them brethren. Foras-
